Republic Day 
Celebrations 


N the 1th August 
1947, ndia threw 
off the yoke of 


foreign rule and beeame an 
independent and self-gov-, 
cerning country. On the 26th 
January 1950, she will go a 
Step further, and become a 
Republic. Tt wili be a day 
of great rejoicing for Indians 
all over the world. Wein 
South Africa too will cele- 
brate the occasion in a be- 
fiting manner, A. special 
‘committee has been formed, 
to draw up a programme 
for the day. The committee 
consists of men, represent- 
ing every section of the 
Indian community—Ci 
tians, Tamils, Gujeratis and 
Hindustanis, 














The Indian community 
hhas other stetions too— 
Rich, middle class and poor, 
The committee, represents 
the first two classes, but 
‘what of the third, Has the 
committee a representative 
of the poor? We understand 
that a banquet has been 
decided upon. Banquets 
can only be attended by the 
richer class and perhaps by 
the midd'e clays who may 
for once, indulge in spend- 
ing a guinea, to eat, But 
What of the poor? What of 
those who find it hard to 
spend guinea a week on 
the whole fanily? 

India had struggled for 
freedom for over half a cen- 
tury, This struggle needed 
sucrifice—al types of sacri 
fice. People who didn't have 
‘thing to sacrifice, sacrificed 
themselves, and it is that 
sacrifice of the poor, that 
hhas made us what we are 

today. Fate has ever been 
unlgind to the poor, In wars, 
steuggles, riots, famines and 
other such tragedies, the 
poor loose what little they 


have, There is rejoicing 
when snch things stop, but 
can the poor rejoice when > 
they they have been stripped 
to the very last cloth on, 
their bodies? ‘The rich and 
the middle class are a 
forget these — unfort 
brothers in, thier rejoicing, 
Bur it i is not right. 

Today, the thought of 
bringing happiness to the 
poorer people of our com- 
munity, should have come 
to us, before the thought 
fof a banquet.’ The poor 
should never be forgotten 
at any time and least of all 
to-day, when we want to 
rejoice on the occasion of 
India becoming a republic, 

Instead of a counted few. 
in our community enjoying, 
a banquet it would be a 
happier occasion for those, 
counted few to make it pos- 
le for everyone to rejoice 
—rich and poor alike, 

It is indeed surprising 
that members of the com- 
mittee, who are leaders of 
our community and to whom 
the poor look up to for 
everything, should forget 
fon such an occasion, their 
very existence’ and indulge 
iin thoughts of a banquet 
alone. 

The happin:ss brought 
by a banquet will be for- 
fpotten soon, but the happi 
ness, felt by bringing hap, 
ress to others witl last. for- 
ever in the hearts of all. 

















Perhaps the members of 
the committee will resent 
our saying all this, but we 
earnestly hope, that’ they 
will give a thought to our 
suggestions. We know they ©: 
can do it, they have the 
means and we hope they 
will soon-have the wil/ also,

The death-knell ‘of poli 
tical Apartheid based on 
Race and Colour has al- 
ready been sounded. Ridi- 
cule alone shoukd suffice to 
kill it. completely, Econo- 
mic Apartheid is’ likely to 
prove a much more difficult

WO yeard have gone 

A certain voidness 
still persists in us. It looks 
a world in 
ig deep and 
essential is wanting, in a 
personal sense. Hey was 
reat to the world, he was 
the builder of the Indian 
Nation, he was a prophet 
of non-violence, But all 
these tributes come from 
the intellect; the sense of 
voidness comes from a 
deeper source. He had 
Penetrated into the fibres of 
our being. The time has 
come, not io express our 
feelings for him in words, 
but to show our love for 
him in our deeds. 








Gandhiji could enter the 
hearts of those with whom 
he came in close contact 
If one kept’ the portals of 
one’s heart open, he would 
enter, it and abide there. 
Then slowly and uncon- 
seiously all one’s thoughts 
and actions would come to 
be tested on the touch- 
stone of his approval. He 
would then stop being a 
leader in one’s eyes; but he 
would become something 
biggerand nearer, thatcould 
inspire and uplift one.

That was Gandhiji_ who 
had a big heart and who 
could comfort everyone.

G adhiji was one of those 
men who occasionally ap- 
pear in the arena of polities, 
makers of history, whose 
mental height is above the 
common level of humanity, 
And therefore one who was 
more head-strong, struck 
him ruthlessly and his body 
dropped dead, All were 
stunned and life felt empry.

GOVT. EXPLAIN COAL EXPORT BAN 


THE Government of Inia have 
published on February 7 a 
White Paper on Indo-Pakistan 
trade relations giving the history 
of various apreements. between 
the two dominions since August 
15, 1947, and breaches of those 
agreements, by Pakistan culmi 
‘miating in the present stalemat 
‘The White Paper said: Within 
two months of partition, the Sind 
Goverament imposed certain re 
srictioas on the movement of 3 
large number of commodities eon 
teary to the standstill Agreement. 
‘The protests of the Goverament 
to Pakistan did not suc 
securing the repeal of 
these restrictions. An even more 
serious departute from the Stand 
still Agreement occurred when 
Pakistan decided to teat India as 
foreign territory 10 far as the 
movement of raw jue from Paki 
‘san to India was concerned, ime 
posing an expart duty an rave jute 
Which would affect exports to 
eda, : 

‘With the termination of the 
‘Standatll Agreement ot March I 
1948, trade and custom bar 
were imposed causing a great deal 

* of inconvesience to both sides. 
lominion conference 
‘held at Caleutta in Apri, 1948, 
India suggested that the Stand. 
still Agreement should be revived 
pending long-term arrangements. 
«This, however, was not acceptable 
to Patistan. 

‘The second inter-dominion con- 
ference beld at Karachi in May, 
1948, led to an agreement valid 
for 3 period of one year up 10 
June, 1949, providiog for 
‘mutual supply of certain esvential

‘Transactions between the two 
rupees, which were permissible 
the absence of any exchange eon 
trol between the two countries, 
showed that 100 Pakistan rupees 
‘were being exchanged with Indi 
rupees at anythiog between parity 
and 115 Indian rupees, Pakistan 
fixed riniruea selling. prices for 
her raw jute and made it illegal 
for any persoa to exchange Pal 
stan rupee for Indian rupees or 
vice versa except at the eate of 
exchange which Pakistan hid 
































Indian Rupees At New 
Rate 

Although Pakistan had very 
large holdings of Tedisn rupees, 
her State Bank wete not prepared 
fo buy aed sell India rupees 
the new rate. Millions of rupees 
accruing te. fadia from Tex 
‘enterprises in Pakistan weee being. 
refused repatriation, — although 
there wat no exchange contiel 
Pokistan tack stepe to cancel the 
O.G.L. for the import of various 
foods fom India and insisted 
upon evidence of remittance 
hhaving been made from India. in 
fespeet of commodities coming 
from Pakstan to India. 

The net effect of these measures 
was to prevent all trade between 
the two countries exzepe for the 
supply of coal from. India. to 
Pakistan for which Pakistan con- 
tinued: 19 make payments {ro 
the State Bank's balances held 
Tri. 

Not only was any fresh. pur- 
chase of raw jute made impostible 
bout out of the 12,000,000. bales 
which had bees purchased before 
devaluation by the Tadisn mnills 
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500,000 bales which had still 10 
come to India were held up by 
Pakistan. A large portion of this 
jute bad been passed by the Paki- 
tan customs, the Pakistan export 
duty had been paid snd the jute 
had actually been losded in many- 
instances before devaluat 
barges and fats, 

Repeated attempts were made 
by the Indian buyers and thei 
agents to pet their jute released. 
The Indian jute mills association 
sent a representative to diseuts the 
matter with the Pakistan Jute 
Bosrd but his visit proved equally 
fruitless, ‘Telegraphic represen 
tations were made by the Govern 
sient of India frst to the Jute 
Board and then to the Pakistn 
Government. The only answer 
given to India was that jute was 
held up because the patties cone 
cerned were not coming forth 10 
bet it ecleased, 

Te spite of these representa: 
tioas as well as direct approaches 
sade by the patties concerned 
both verbally as well 3¢ in writing 
no rave jute was released. The 
Government of India offered 10 
settle by arbiteation any outstand 
fog claims in relation t0 jute on 
bboth sides. Even then the Paki 
stan Government did not authorise 
‘the release of raw jute,

GANDHI AND MARX

JT has been often said that 
Gandhiii was 2 Communist 
minus violence, Indeed, it is 
possible to quote Gandhiji him 
{elf in support ofthis preposition, 
Gand the habit of 
descriptions of him or 








‘as compliments; and if they help- 
‘ed his maio mission. But ia 
‘ateful examination of principles, 
such descriptions should not be 
regatded as very accurate and 
must aot be used as handy de- 
finations. The ertor of such de- 
scriptions lies in its capacity to 
‘conceal the full implication of the 
differemial factor. When it is 
ssid that Gandhism is Commu: 
nism minus. violence, the im- 
pression created is thatthe ‘minus 
violence’ factor is some small 
iopurity ia Communism whieh if 
removed will make Communism 
the same as Gandhism, As a 
matter of fact, evgn if it were pos 
sible to 50 equate Gandhism in 
terms of Communism, the ‘minus 
violence’ factor is 2 tajor factor 
of considerable value. The im 
plications of ‘minus violence’ ate 
so great as to make the equation 
asillusory as to say that red is 
‘een minus yellow and blue, or 
a worm isa sake, minus poison. 

‘The temptation to offer such 
easy explanations arises from a 
vague awareness that Marxism or 
Socialism has caught the imagioa- 
tion of the people, and that ulti- 
nately it eeally is the sight solu 
tion for the ils of the world; and 
therefore, Gandhism must be in- 
teepeeted in. terms of Maxis; 
alto from latent desice that the 
jntroduction of Sociatien must

Te is ia 
thei power toanticipate the Com: 
rmunists and take all the wind out 
of thet sails of cacying out 
changes which Communists would 
sake ifin power. ‘The question 
of a violent revolution can atte 
foaly if the State machinery were 
not ia the hands of the believers 
in Communist doctrines and if 
Communists despair of atsininz 
power by constitutional meaus. It 
the Government itself is pledged 
to the establishment of Comm: 
nism, which according 19. the 
explanations offered is jodsine 
fuishable from Gandhiem, then 
Goverament and Communists 
should be working hand in hand;

personal group politics, the people 
should be able to tell the Com- 
muviss, “We do not need you 
acd your methods, becuse we 
have aleady established what you 
voce.”

The new Chancellor of the 
Witwatersrand University, the

find that in free democratic States 
yas a common complaint that 
x0 many citizens showed litle or 
no inclination to live up to. the 
privileges they enjoyed.

must abandon all intoxiea- 
ting drinks, they must not 
indulge in women, they 
must not gamble, they 
must reduce the necessities 
of fife to the barest mi 
mum so that they ean be 
sell-supporting and need 
not have to be dependent 
upon anybody, 
has togay become 
the modern conveniences 
science has produced. Those 
conveniences have become 
2 curse instead of a blessing 
The Afficans do not realise 
their potentialities, They 
haveithd power to stop, i 
they choose to, the whole 
machinery of the State but

DR. MABEL PALMER TO ADDRESS 
N.C.W. ON INDIAN QUESTION 


DR. MABEL PALMER of Dur- 

bao, one of South Africa's 
foremost authorities on the Indian 
question, will tell delegates feom 
all rousd the Union at the 
biennial conference of the Nation- 
al Council of Women in Maritz- 
burg next week that—

offered to the Indians some time 
go would not have been stis- 
factory bad they accepted it; 

(2 Lack of appreciation by 
Buropeans of the “heroism, cour- 
age and self-control” of the In- 
ans’ passive resistance measuces 
has “surprised and saddened” her; 

(3) Ic is "comprehensible, 

‘cause of the denial of certain civic 
and social rights in this country, 
that thé Indians should appeal to 
overseas sympathisecs"; and that 

(8) The Native riots ia Janu- 
ary last year were due to legis 
lative frustration of the Natives 
“conveyed to the Ranta by the 
apeocy of Indians"; and “Euro 
eans would be highly uawise ia 
assuming chyt these repressed 
feelings of reseatment will always 
take that particular channel." 

‘These are some of the con 
clusions Dr. Palmer makes in an 
address that she has peepared for 
the conference.

the moral degradation it 
will spell the economic ruin 
of the whole Indian com- 
munity, ‘The far reaching 
eflect of this piece of legis- 
lation, if it is allowed to 
pass, will be felt as. time 
goes on, There will be no 
security of land tenure, no 
security of anything at all. 
Almost all the financial 
ncies have already, since 
je Land Tenure 
Act came into existence, 
ceastd to give loans to 
Indians, and even the little 
that they were able to get 
tow be stopped. The 
value of existing properties 
owned by Indians will de- 
preciate tremendously since 
the present owners will not 
be able to bequeath their 
property even to their own 
children, When the father 
dies what is to happen to 
the children? They will be 
thrown out on the “street 
‘and the ownership of the 
progerty: will go. taro’ che 
hands of Europeans at a 
nextto-nothing price, be- 
cause no one else will be 
able to purchase it! What 
‘vill happen to the long 
established Iniinn firms, for 
instance, in West Street, 
should that be proclaimed a 
European Group Area? 
They must close down and 
gowhere? The same rule 
applies to “Europeans it 
will be said, But there

Where has he, to seck 2 
place for- himself and his 
family? ‘The deeper you 
go into the Bill the more 
horrifying it becomes and 
you cannot help feeling that 
you are in for ruthless Nazi 
regime, It is indeed_a 
“Black Bill” in its very 
‘worst form. 

“There is no time now for 
the Indian community to 
slumber. If they do’ they 
will find inspectors entering 
their premises one midnight 
and before they know where 
they are they will find them- 
selves thrown out into the 
streets. Such are the powers 
sought by the Government, 
under the Bill. ‘There is 
hardly time left even to 
think; the time has come %6 
net. 

Let us not be in the false 
sense of security that be- 
cause the Indian and Pakis- 
tan delegations have been 
here the proposed round 
table conference will save 
us. This Biil is an ample 
proof that the Union Gov- 
‘ernment, are not in the 
least anxious for a round 
table conference. They are 
just going along on their 
own sweet will and are 
more callous than they ever 
were. All the anxiety is on 
our part. India, Pakistan 
or the world cafnot help 
us if we do not help our- 
selves, The moment we 
stact helping ourselves, help 
will come to us from un- 
known quarters, What we 
now have to decide is: 
Are we going to throw 
‘ourselves into the ranks of 
the Communists and seek 
our salvation through them 
orare we now determined 
to be more serious and 
close up our ranks and gird 











-up our loins to face the 


issue unitedly and digni- 
fiedly and yet wieh an iron 
determination to lay down 
‘our lives for the -cause of 
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Truth and» Justice? The 
time has come for the ob- 
sservance af a day of. prayer 
and humiliation and a firm 
resolution to do or die in 
the name of God. But let 
us not mix our affair with 
the "May Day" which is 
recognised as the "Labour 
Day” all over the world, 
That Day has its own 
significance, Let us act on 
‘our own, appoint a suitable 
day for our own obsery- 
ance. If we cannot do 
that, we fear that it will 
not.be successful for want 
of unanimity, let us not 
seck to hide our weakness, 
for it is more shameful to 
hide @ weakness than to 
be weak. Let the leaders 
then shake off that weak- 
ness first from among them- 
selves and then work with 
faith and determination to 
shake it off from among the 
the people. But above all 
Tet us be truthful in thought, 
word and deed. That 
was the first and most 
essential lesson taught 
us by Mahatma Gandhi. 
His blessings will surely 
fall on us if we act with faith 
in his teachings. May’ God 
guide us and the rulers in 
right path.

ilar strugglers are necessary to 
produce one still greater than 
him, Hitler might have excelled 
all the great conquerors and des- 
pots of the past. Even super 
Hiless might reappear in the 
‘world. But they too are bora as 
2 result of thousands of smaller 
adventurers of the some type. 
But the development of this 
feature cannot be the right goal of 
urmanity. 

‘The moral goal is a5 important 
and inevitable as the economic 
‘aad political goal: Rather, if a 
choice has 19 be made between 
the two, the former muse be se 
garded ae the “more important 
ae, Any attempt to disrepaed 
will fail t0 bring about the attain 
ment of even the aaterial goal, 
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all or even if seemingly achieved 
will bring.no peace and presperity

coms eyes how the neglect of the 
moral emphasis of Gandhifi is 
responsible for absence of peice 
and prosperity in our country i 
spite of independence. It will be 
the same after the establishment 
of Communism, 

It is also a partial truth to say 
that ic is wrong to give up a line 
of progress once traversed. Pro- 
ress is not synonymous with 
breaking a past cecord irrespective 
of its mors! value and utility. 
Sich a theory can lead us only 10 
the evervinereasing perfection of 
destructive weapons and demont 
jn human form. Tae next wat 
‘would have to be more extensive, 
total and tercible and to be direct: 
ed by more iahuman generals 
than the Last one, Progress would 
consis in destroying a larger part 
‘of humanity than hithert 

Indeed there do exist people 
‘who believe 30; nor is it impos: 
sible that the appearance of suck 
vents and monsters might occut 
inthe future. But it will be pro- 
gress not towards further develop- 
ment but towards decay and 
destruction of civilisation and 
mankind. Ifa conscious effort is 
to be made, it should be to pre-

STRUCTURE IN SOLIDS

He said that observations made 
by him with five specimens of 
vitreous silica obtained from the 
Libyan desert and presented to

Spencer, two years 
ago, have ted him to recognize 
this phenomenon, "which will be 
‘of enormous importance to in- 
dustry." 

‘The discovery relates to the 
existence of the phenomenon of 
double refraction in certain. types 
of silica glass.

The Chinese are partculaly 
food at taking the long view.

Mothers would thank us with 


terrible sincere gratitude for the 
ife of anold newspaper 10 keep 
someof the chill of frozen cor 
crete from the 
children. Ie was dificult t0 tive 
through those days but not an 
ounce of theic energy was wasted 
in moaning about their insoluble 
problem. 

‘Theit invincible, tolerance, the 
complete confidence they have in 
theie own future, hae enabled 
them to persist through 4,000 
yeats of history. ‘They absor's 
their conquerors: accepting the 
best in whatever aystem that 
‘comes to ther and steadily elimi 
rminating the evil in it, the pare 
tial, the paroctical, the destructive 
‘and the embittered, 

‘At the beginning of the century 
when I fist began social.work in 
the Bast End of London 1 found 














a grim state of affairs. Some 
were living twelve to 3 room and 
that means something far worse in 
London than in South Africa. 
Here a slum dweller gets at least 
good fresh air, sunshine, a wide 
horizon of hills, the sight of trees, 
bushes, flowers. He has contact 
‘with Mother Nature whenever he 
leaves his shanty. There we 
were literally surrounded by 20 
square miles of bricks and mortse, 
all mean streets, all oy a dead 
level, linlt dirty houses and giant 
factories with no sight, smell or 
touch of beauty. If we wanted 
to grow flowers on our window 
sill ic was difficule 10 get a few 
handfuls of eaeth in which to caw 
the seed, Unemployment was 
fife and maloutehion and i 
health, Yet the people were 
cheery, high spirited, friendly. 
Acgreat hope upheld them, 3 
completely irrational hope it 
seemed 19 me, but it has been 
justified. . 

One or two of them here and 
there had studied not only history 
and economies but the nature of 
man, They daw that the evil 
which they suffered from their 
‘oppressors sprang from the same 
pride, greed and fear which was 
strong in their own character 
also: that it was evil that had to be 
hnated and fought against, not the 
evil-doer. They based their lives 
‘and their whole programme on 
the fact that God made the human 
race as one family and all races 
and peoples are equally important 
in His sight. Therefore when 
bad law is made which clashes 
with the law of God, chey might 
Ihave to refuse fo obey it because 
God is wiser than any Cabinet. 
So they worked and prayed and 
strengthened themselves watil 
litle groups sprang up all over 
the area who fd lost fear and 
found confidence; who had tuened 
fut hate and discovered steength. 

‘These groups worked through 
politics, through co-operatives, 
through centres. and 
through Churches and eventually 




















we changed thevery quality of 
life for the 150,000 people who 
lived in our immediate area 

Poplar and all the adjacent East 
End Boroughs were encouraged 
to redouble their energy by seeing 
the result of eur work. For in- 
stance we Ind had on: of the 
highest infantile mortality rates 
in all London but, once we got 
into activity, the health of mothers 
and bybies was so improved. that 
our infantile death-rate figures 
were the lowest in the whole 
country. People from all over 
the world came to see our Nutsery 
School, our communal layadries, 
our electricity works, our librarier, 
our artifical sunlight clinics, 

Oh! yes, people praised us 
when we had won our victory, 
but we had been jeered at, scorned, 
boycotted, traduced by the press, 
sent to prison Juring the struggle, 
We learnt 2 lot while in ps 

Tadia gives 9 perfect example 
of this sort of,steuggle. hea I 
frst visited “Bapuji in 1926 
looked as though Untouchabitity 
was an insoluble problem. Fifty 
million people Kept down, des- 
ised, considered too degraded 
to touch, kept outside the temples, 
forbidden to approsch the wells, 
and all this absiedity upheld in 
the mame of religion: Then one 
or two stalwarts darsd speak out 
the truth; declared this old custom 
was clean contrary to the very 
ssature of God and must be re- 
versed. Besides it was ireational 
foblame the British for holding 
Indians in subjection, £9 long a9 
Indians were holding Untuueli- 
ables in subjection, 

Of course it was dangerous to 
spread ideas so shaeply opposed 
10 the convictions of the majorty 
fof the people, convictions that 
‘were part of their inherited elie

HOW did Natal, when she was 
stilla Crown Coteny, obtain

In an accompanying 
Teter Sie Walter Hely-Hutchine 
fon urged that the Bill should be 
allowed to become law. He did

“The class of Asiatcs, mostly 
storekeepers, who have qualified 
for the franchise or who are likely 
to qualify ifthe laws remain un:

“The 
result, which would, probably, 
ead to render South African 
Union Impossible will be prevent- 
ed, without injustice 10 anybody, 
if the Act sow submitted...be 
allowed to become lav."

‘The Governor also stated tht 
the Act would bea clear indies 
tion to any Todians who eame of 
their owa accord to Natal that 
they did so with the knowledge 
that they could not acquire 
franchise rights. 

The Netal Indian thereupon 
organised yet another lengthy 
petition—this time to the Betish 
Government. It was signed by 
8,889 Jndians. In a coveriog

“The petition is signed, or 
purports to be signed, by 8,889 
Todians, all of whom apparently 
desire to assert their” ftgess t0

‘This amended Bill yess ws 
animously passed by the Natal 
Parliament and ulimately 
sented to by the British Govern- 
iment. Te became law in 1898, 
This, thea, was how 3 British 
statesman suggested the machinery 
bby phich the Indians were firs 
disfranchised in the Colony of

The City has vastly expanded 
sed is sil fast expanding. Much 
Inbour and money is. being ex- 
pended 0 beauily ite But the 
areas in which the aoa-Europeans 
live are exactly the same as they 
fifteen years ago, If any- 
they have woefully de- 
teriorsted and ate still deteriorst- 
ing. How these placed can in 
any sense be considered ft for 
fnuman habitation amazes us. All 
these places we have mentioned 
appeaced to be veritable" plague 
spots, places where crime i3 pro- 
duced and theives, They are all 
Withio the municipal boundaries 
and yet how they ean be 29 
tutedlyeriminally neglected by 
municipalities, composed of civ 
fed men and women, in respect 
of provision of aad, lighting, 
sscittion and other primary 
necessities of life, simply shocks 
four intelligence. There i litle 
to be said about the sense of the 
people who are able to live in 
those abominable conditions, but 
what sbould one say about the 
ese of those who have the ad 
sainistration of the law in theie 
hands and of those who are 
privileged with the rights to 
fteust thems with authority— 
those who have the ight i 
what should one say about 
the health authorities; about the 
medical perctitioners, who fee 
aqueady visit these places in the 
course af thee professional duties 
ereven the Mediest Board.

For iastance, 
‘we were utterly ahocked to see 
some of the places in the heart of 
the City of Johannesburg, owned 
by the wealthiest members of our 
community, where tenants have 
been housed ia conditions which 
are not only unfit for humao 
habitation but in which no decent 
civilised people with sulficient 
means would think of keeping 
even their animals, Indeed we 
have seen stables which are far 
better than these places, And 
tenants, being at the mercy of the 
Jsndlords, have just 10 tolerate 
these conditions without a mur- 
mus, What is more surprising is 
the negligence of the Department 
of Health and Sanitation in per- 
foresing their duty. Surely their 
duty is f0 bring such landlords to 
book, But while there is, 00 the 
fone band, a criminal lack of en- 
forcement of the existing laws in 
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‘the interest of health and sanita- 
tion of the people, there are, on 
the other, harsh measures. being 
adopted, which tend, not only to 
bring disquiet and discontent 
among the people but to degrade; 
rather than elevate, their moral, 
social, educational and economic 
standard, This is surely not the 
way of any good and civilised 
government. Nevertheless, we, 
‘who ery against the ills we suffer 
at the hands of the Government, 
need to be more mindful of our 
duties to our own brethren, We 
cannot ask for or deserve to get 
‘what we are cot prepared to con 
cede to others. : 





Group Areas Bill. 


CCCORDING to the poli- 
tical correspondent of the 
‘Natal Mercury," the 
second reading of the Group 
‘Areas Bill is fo be intéeduced in 
the House of Assembly on Mon- 
day, acd the Goverament pro- 
poses to apply the guillotine to 
the debate on it.

ethers, or compel one, who does 
fot agree with hin to subent to it 
through fear.

HE South African 

had some advice 
by the *Natal 
Witness,’ which needs, not 
be brushed aside, but to be 
seriously taken to hearty 
Our contemporary has guken 
exception, very righth}, we 
think, to the wording of the 
statement issued by Dr. G. 
M. Naicker, President of 
the South African Indian 
Congress, asking the United 
Nations to outlaw the Malan 
Government from the family 
‘of the democratic nations, 
and, in effect, states that 
there is nothing to be gained 
land much to lose by the use 
of strong language; for 
ray alieriate the sympathies 
of many European South 
Africans and it may well 
irritate the Government into 
yet more repressive and 
coercive measures. 

Of course there 18 no 
doubt about the fact that 
the present Government 
would have dared to do to 
those on whose votes they 
depend upon, what they are 
callously doing to the non: 
Europeans, there would 
have been no wordy war 
‘but acwal bloodshed on a 
large seale. And nothing 
tan be more outrageous 
than the insult the South 
African Government have 
hurled at the Government 
of India and the whole In- 
dian nation, by brenking, 
faith and by virtually out- 
Jawing the Indians residing 
in this country. Much as 
we would believe we are 

















South Africans, the South 
African Government are i 
sistent in refusing to accept 
us as such.’ Indeed the 
provocation on their part 
has been so great as to 
exhaust the patience of even 
the coolest person on earth. 











But even so, we can i 
afford to lose patience in the 
midst of the intensest_pro- 
vocation, It would be i 
expedient (0 do 50; and for 
us, who claim to follow the 
principles of non-violence 
in our struggle, to lose 
patience at any time or 
under any circumstances is 
4 violation of these prin- 
ciples, 

We regret to have 
20 confess that there 
have been many state- 
ments by the Congress, the 
language of which, we have 
never been able to pursuade 
ourselves fo subscribe 10, 
But, on the other hand, 
might we not perhaps crave 
the indulgence of our sii. 
cere critics to make some 
allowance for the lack of 
proper knowledge of the 
English language, which 
after all is foreign to us. It 
is, largely that, we believe, 
that accounts for many words 
‘unconsciously inappropriate- 
ly used. Hut, nevertheles 
tis most essential, part 
ularly for those holding 
responsible positions, to 
understand that they can 
never be too careful in the 
language they use, both 
speaking and in writing, 
Thoughtless or improper 
use of even 

































word may do 





incalculable harm to our 
cause, It never pays to 
overstate our case oF to use 
extravagant language merely 
to vent our wrath and which 
otherwise serves no yood 
purpose. We must be very 
grateful to the ‘Natal 
* Witness’ for * the advice 
it has given us, We 
should take it in” good 
spirit and sincerely endeav- 
our to follow it. Those who 
are at the helm should 
remember that they do not 
speak for’ themselves. but 
for the thousands of people 
they represent and every 
word or deed of their's may 
make or mar the future of 
those thousands. 

Having said this much to 
our own people, might we, 
in passing, suggest to our 
“contemporary, that there 
be no more appro- 
priate time far it conderan 
as strongly the outrageous 
act of the present Gavern- 
ment, as it has very rightly 
condemned the method of 
approach of the Congress, 
The non-Evropeans, we 























need hardly say, are in 
need of all the moral 
sympathy and support that 
the right-thinking Euro: 
peans of South Al " 
give them and if ever there 
was a time to speak our 
the truth fearlessly sand 
courageously, the present 
is undoubtedly ¢#e time, 
Furthermore, though we 
have some excuse for blun- 
dering in the use of provo- 
cative terms inthe English 
anguage, when one 
peruses the forum columns 
of the daily. papers, one 
often wonders, how any 
responsible editor could 
allow such stuff ty be 
published. And who can 
deny, that such acts as those 
are more responsible, than 
nything else, for the 
coming into existence of 
the Group Areas Bill.

What is required 
is something to soothe

Guillotine Motion

There was also evidence of a 
distinct hardening of aati-Asiatic 
feeling amongst Europeans, par- 
ticularly on the trade issue. 

‘Anentitely new feature, which 
came to light ia the Transvact 
evidence, ic the idea that Asiatics 
should not be allowed to acquice 
ownership in tnd at all, as that 
willundeemine the possibility of 
repatriation. 

‘The argument apparently is 
that land owoership will so en- 
trench the Asiatic that ie will not 
be possible to uproot him for the 
‘purposes of repatriation, the re- 
port says. 

‘On the other hand, the wite 
esses who came forward with 
this idea feel very bitterly against 
the Asiatic oa the trade issue, but 
acem to overlook the fact that if 
the capital of the Asiatic is not 
tied up is land ownership, ic will, 
most likely be employed in trade 



























competition and thus tend 10 
aggravate the trade issue. 

"The evidence from Natal, says 
the report, i ao unanimously in 
favour of separate areas for the 
four racial groups and for the 
compulzory removat of the races 
to theie respective areas. 

A featuce of the Natal evidence 
is the widespread suggestion that 
Coloureds should be benught 
within the control of the Act. 

The report continues: "As re~ 
ards the modus operandi of effect 
fing the separation between the 
racial groups, the Natal evidence 
is also overwhelmingly ia favour 
of stating a fixed period within 
which removals should be effected. 

“Other features of the Natal 
evidence was the request for, the 
‘extension of the Act to the Cape. 
‘and the poiot that the Asi 
problem is a national ene which 
should be dealt with in terms of a 
rational p fact, the tradi 
tional policy of separstiim — of 
‘South Africa. 















Monogamy Suggested 

Two further interesting points 
sade in the Natal evidence are 
that Asiaties should not be allow 
fed to obtain liquor foro! 
‘consumption, and that Asiatics 
should be put undee monogamous 
‘matrimonial laws. 

“One Government after anuther 
failed to accept the views of the 
public snd to legislate on the , 
figes desired, until things develop 
ced into such a critical stage that 
Gesperate interim legislation had 
to be resorted to in 1939 and 
1943. 

“This is pethaps the most 
antocisbiog fact in the history of 
the Asiatic problem in South 
Afsica/" the report says.

Nor would wae necessatly 
save the Hindus of East Bengat 
orhhelp in she rehabilitation of 
the refuees. 

‘There isa great deal of alk 
about the honesty of purpose of 
Pakistan, “Wil they implement 
the agreement” we are atked oa 
allsides, Te eccurs fo no one 19 
ask if WE will implement 
Judging from the temper of the 
people of West Bengal and the 
auitude of its Press, one may 
well ask that question, 

‘Let us remember that if we 
plemented the agreement and 
Pakistan did not, a salution— 
though a trapie solution—eould 
yet be available, But if we both 
failed todo the job, 99 solution 
could ever be found.

ROUND TABLE CONFERENCE 


CONSEQUENT, on Government

‘This decision is both disappoint- 
ing and regrettable. Te is difficult 
moreover to understand for the 
following reasoos:—(a) the leader 
of the South Aficsn Delegation 
in the course of the preliminary 
talks at Cape Town in February 
last was a pains to explain to the 
leaders of the Indian and Pakistan 
Delegations in general terms the 
purport of the contemplated 
Group Areas Bill and the effect 
it would have in removing racial 
discrimination in, the eld in 
which it would operate, Further 
more, as explained by the South 
Alcica leader, it would in all pro- 
boability ultimately replace the 
Asiatic Land Tenure Act of 1946 
as amended” against which such 
strong opposition has consistently 
been raised by the Government 
of Talia, 

(0) The Goversment of Iadia 
was therefore aware of the Union 
Government's intentions concera 
ing the Group Areas Bill and its 
probable content and effect several 
‘days before the mutually agreed 
public announcement with regard 
fo the Round Table Conference 
and its agenda, 

‘As to the desirable atinosphere 
at the projected Round Table 
Conference’ pechaps the Govern 
ment of India will not rake amiss 
a reminder that their attiude ia 
continuing the uoilateraly im 
posed trade sanctions * against 
South Africa wis hardly one eal:

How loyal and reliable the Indian 
thas been is recorded in history. 
“The fact is that immediately the 
Indian or the Afeican tries to lift 
up his head he becomes ‘istoyal”™ 
and "most wnreliabe.” A stcike of 
Indian labourers throughout Natal 
had taken place ia 1913 10 protest 
against the unjust £3 tax. Then 
too the Tadian was given 2 bad 
ame but he hss managed 0 
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survive Worst strikes than these 
have been staged by Europeans 
over issues which may be regarded 
as insigaificant compared with the 
fsswe that presently faces the 
“Indian aod the Afriesn, The 
authorities have never dared even 
to thiok of such victimisation, 
jn such cases, because they koew 
‘what the consequences of such 
action would have been, But the 
poor Indian and the Afsican ean be 
treated with disdain for, after all, 
what is he capable of doing before 
the might of the authorities ! Is 
“Might is Bight” still to “be 
the rule of the day even in this 
enlightened twentieth century? 
We look to the sympathy and 
support of enlightened White 
South Africa in the just eause we 
are fighting by peaceful methods. 
they fail to give that we shall 
have to most regretfully conclude 
that they too have alfigned them- 
elves with the present Gove 
meat in their policy of persecuting 
the non-White people.

Up till ow, we 
Ihave fooled ourselves with the 
rotion thai the threats regarding 
our effacement wete too bad to 
be tue. Now we know better, 
We have ether to get out oF get 
completely under.

‘What ici planned and intended

‘The first and, in our opinion,

Apartheid example of which we 
are being made the victims, I 
it @ be a case of unity and 
co-operation, or of a scramble for 
safety; of exch for bimeelf, and 
the Devil tke the leavings ? 

‘Are we going to recognise the 
folly of separatiog ourselves into 
rival sections and opposing camps 
and perceive that since, for pur- 
[Poses of the Group Areas Act, we 
all belong (0 the same “clase 
the “Coolie” class—we are all of 
us, tieh oF poor, in the same 
boat ? 

Like our “European"* rulers 
(and critics) we have our propor- 

in of wealthy men with con- 
siderable property and com- 
mercial a still larger 
percentage of middle-class traders, 
and, of course, a rank and file of 
comparatively humble folk en- 
<deavouring to earn a livelihood at 
their respective callings, In addi- 
tion, there are professional mea, 
doctors, Lawyers, teachers, ete. 


Let the first of these’ three 
classes at once dismiss any idea 
its membérs may have entertained 
that their wealth will obtain for 
ther immunity or preferential 
treatment from the operation of 
the Law. On the contrary, it is 
principally against them that the 
hate and eavy of the protagonists 
of Apartheid is directed. That 
a0y non-European should bave 
any stake of any kind in fixed pro- 
perty in this land consecrated to 
white ownership and contro! is 
considered absolutely wrong ia 
Principle. That he should  ex- 
«ect tobe permitted to compete 
in any field with bis white over- 
ford on terms of equality is 1e- 
garded as nothing short of a piece 
of insolence. 


‘This Government bas miade its 
first and most important task the 
job of putting us all in the place 
it considers we belong, not as 
dividuals, but as a class. Tn ies 
eye2, we are undesirables and 























trespassers on the white man's 
reserves, equally in the matter 
of trade as in the preperty field, 
If we insist on remaining ia the 
country we have got to exist 
somebow by what is vulgarly 
koown as “raking in each other's 
washing.” This applies to our 
shop-keepers and street traders as 
well as to our wholesalers and 
property owners, 

In such circumstances no great 
effort of imagination is necessary 
to piceure the lot of our people 
‘whose vocations place them out- 
side either of the above cate- 
Bories—the professional and em- 
ployee classes, 

Aud 50, having briefly reviewed 
the position, we come back to the 
all-important question of how are 
we going to mect 











Natucally, all eyes are being 
turned upon the “big” men of

Since we who are expressing 
‘our views through the medium of 
this papet are not the fortunate 
(0r unfortunate) possessors of any 
worldly wealth worth mentioning, 
it may be contended that our 
opinions eannot be of much real 
Value and should only be advanced 
with very preat diffidence. We 
venture, however, to remind our 
readers, be they “big” mea or 
“small” men, that the sacrifice or 
the loss of his all means as much 
to the one as to the other. The 
smaller vietims ate almost certain 
to lose theie all; the bigger ones 
will at least be able to salvage 
something from the wreckage. 









‘Are the latter contemplating 
this and clearing out? Saving 
what they can and deserting the 

ip? Leaving their still more 
vuofortunate brothers and sisters 
to their fate? We hardly like 
even to think this possible because 
such conduct is usually given a 
very ugly mame, 








To possing, we should, perhaps, 
atso refer to particularly wgly 
rumout.to the effect that some of 


‘our capitalists are already planning 
{to tura the general misfortune to 
their own private profit‘ by en- 
suring large holdings in the 
segregation and turniog them into 
rent-preducing properties. As 
Gandhiji had to admit on one or 
two occasions, we, like all peoples, 
hhave our black sheep, but surely. 
none quite as black 25 that! Such 
conduct would be suggestive of 
hyenas rather than of sheep, 
however black. 


Taking stock of the situation, 
it becomes obvious that, material 
ly cousidered, we are fate to face 
with either near ruin or complet 
tuin, What ther is left for us? 





Now, a great general, after 
having beea defeued in a decisive 
battle, is reported to have ex- 
claimed:—"All is low except 
Honour!"

OF course, hoaour is an in- 
tangible possession that cannot be 
weighed or measured, o¢ given 2 
cash value. Bur it is, neverthe- 
fess, a something that is very. real 
and very precious to honourable 

And, have we not professed, 
throughout this long struggle of 
urs for recognition, that ve were 
fighting ia defence of our honour, 
ou self-respect and our man- 
hhood’s status and dignity, even 
more than what Gandhiji used to 
‘refer toas “the loaves and fishes"? 
Surely, this mote, than any other, 
is our opportunity ‘to justify and 
substantiate our clai 

Let us also bear in mind that 
ina very real sense we are guar- 
dians of the honour and the good 
name of the ancient Motherland 
and of those great souls who are 
labouring so self sacrificingly to 
schabilitate Todia and restore her 
to her rightful place in the 
world’s councils. 

We look to India for moral 
support.

Freedom bas always had to be 
‘won: to be earned. Our way—the 4

Dr. Moroka On Protest Day 


The non-Europeans were satis- 
fied with the success of the Protest 
‘Day on June 26, Dr. J. S, Moroka, 
President of the African’ National 
Congress, said in a statement ex- 
pressing thanks to those who took 
part. He said the “Government 
machinery of intimidation” caused 
many who tad inteaded taking 
part to change their minds 
“People who had intended taking 








‘Whatever bad been ssid to 
the contrary, they were satisfied 
with the success of the Protest 
Day, and they had shown South 
‘Africa aad the rest of the world 
‘what they could do if they stood 
united in a just cause. The step 
they had taken was taken only 
after al other avenues of protest 
had been fruitlessly explored. It 
‘was the only language that they 
thought the Government could 
understand. Our respect fr w 
and order is not something we 
put on oo occasions. It iy part 
and parcel of our nature. It is 
the theme of all those, even from 
‘abroad, who have anything to say 
bout us. But thee can be no. 
Iawlessuess where the laws are 
‘such that they cannot be obeyed, 
All of us—lovers of justice and 
fair play—will stand together more 





solidly in the future than we have 
done oa this occasion,” 


Natal Chamber Of Industries

Population Registration 
The Population Registration 
Bill does more ‘than establish a 
of all inabieants 
It also makes it 
‘compulsory for everyone to carey 
an Identity Card, ‘This burdear 
the country with enormous ex- 
pense and imposes considerable 
inconvenience and iadigaity upon 
everyone. thas yet to be seen 
whether it will be possible to: 
register and number every person 
inthe Union. The problem of 
photographing and isuing Iden 
ty Caeda fo the Native popula- 
tion, especially ia the rural areas, 
has yet to be met, It is a task 
that may tale many years and its 
cost may exceed even the most 
emtravagant_ estimates, 





The Group Areas Act sims at 
the social and residential separa 
tion of the various racial groups. 
Te has been enacted before a 
proper survey bas been taken of 
fhe thousands of communities 
throughout the Union and with- 
‘out consideration of the provision 
of housing for displaced person 
1a congested urban areas it will 
bbe possible to order large groups 
of persons to leave one area for 
another without providing alter- 
native accommodation for them. 
Where Native townships in the 
heart of European areat are to be 
removed, thousands of good 
homes thus vacated will have to 
bbe demolished, for Europeans 
Will refuse to occupy these houses. 
‘The host of problems created by 
this law suggests that n0 real 
elfort will be made to apply it to 
the full. Has it been pissed 
merely to deal with a few isolated 
cases ‘of penetration by non- 
Europeans in European areas ~or 
to provide additional. propaganda 
for the Nationalist Patty ? 








Suppression Of Com- 
munism 

The suppression of Commua- 
ism Act is very much changed 
from the original Unlawful Or- 
ganisations Bill, which truly re- 
vealed the Coverninent's deter- 
mined bid for permanent political 
power. Even the law, as now 
enacted, provides a weapon whi 
‘would be daagecous in the hands 
ofany government. Every mem- 
ber of Parliament “is now a 
member only during the Minis- 
ter’s pleasure. The fact that 
embers have been elected by a 
demperatic majority of voters 
‘now counts for nothing, If the 
Minister decides to blacklist 2 
member by saming him a Com- 
‘munist or sympathizer or defend- 
er of Communism, even the 
Select Committee cannot save 
hhim from political destruction. 
‘Thus can the Nationalist Pa 
hiold the power to veto the choice 
of the electorate, Worse stil, 
th's Act severely curbs the rule 
of law and prevents individuals 
and organisation fromm the normal 
protection of the Courts if they 
are wrongly blacklisted.

ARCHBISHOP ON CHRISTIANITY

In the course of an {address on 
Christianity and Race in Cape- 
town, recently, the Most Rev, the 
Archbishop of Capetown said:

Alrica was adamant, in fact, 
slmost wooden, in sticking just 
to the letter of ths charte 
was not concerned with the 
spirit of the charter at all.

Italian Uniform 

The Tolians finding them 
friendly souls acsumed they were 
some kind of anti-Bolshevike 
pattions asd put them into 
Taliaa uniform, Paul and Ivan 
now proceeded to fight the 
Russians with the same indsf- 
ference that they had fought the 
Germans and Italians. It was 
all the same to them.

Ar the end of 
the war they were fighting the 
Rusiass on the Esstera ap- 
proaches of Beilin, were captured 
by the Red Army, and sent with 
SSS. meo to concentration camps 
in Austria, From Austria they 
were wansferced by an Allied 
Commission to Italy. From 1940 
until the other day they had never 
been able to communicate with a 
single person except exch other.

SONNY MOODLEY BENEVOLENT FUND

JO ary petson knowing the late 
Sonny Moodley, the mere 
thought of the creation of 3 
Benevolent Fund to tide bis 
widow and six minor childeen 
would have been treated with 
derision but, nevertheless. the 
fact stands ‘out true. Sonny 
Moodley, hale and hearty, in the 
prime of life, was struck down, 
and from his collapse never 
recovered. He was buried with 
honour and a 
such a national spirit, but the 
problems which have arisen ia 
Connection with the maintenance 
of his family, education of his 
children and housing, have to be 
solved. Sonny Moodley lived 
for his people and the gymna- 
sium, which he built up toa very 
high’ standard, from which 
champions of the boxing fing, 
physical culture, weight-lifting 
and wrestling emanate. Many a 
young man is under a deep debr 
Of gratitude (0 the deceased 
physical expert, and the many 
tournaments held have dsmon- 
steated the eising curge of physiest 
fitness, both amongse .and men 
Standing at the graveside, 
striking tributes paid 10 
this pioneer of physteal culture. 
Tn fact, glorious terms were 
used in paying homage to the 
deceased soul, and this filled one 
with geatifcation to think that 
the community appreciated the 
efforts of the deceased, but the 
testing time has gow dawned 
when his widow sits stranded 
with her six minor children, the 
eldest of whom ia 11 years, She 
fhas no home, but a refuge which 
thas to be paid for, if it isto be- 
come her future home. She has 
no source of incoroe, but for the 
philantheopy of the members of 
the Sonny Moodley Gymnasium 
who"give ber a small sum to 
maintain herself and,her childeen. 
There is mortgage bond over 
the property of some seven hua 
dred acd fifty, Sonny Mosdley 
raving purchased this property 
for’ eight, hundred and filly 
pounds. He had 2 regular job, 
bur most of his earnings were 
dedicated (0" the gymnasium, his 
family receiving “his secondary 
thought. Such is the patheuc 
story of the late Sonay Moodley. 
He was iasured but allowed the 
policies ro lapse. 

‘A representative committee has 
been set up to see what can be 
done to giv: the widow and 

little mites some relief for, 
ithouta home free from finan: 
cial implications, no security of 
tenure can be had, with the re 
sult that the family conditions 
nay deteriors e to such an extene 
hat they may be broken: up and 
Erie as individuats--a burden t0 
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the State and a living disgrace to 
the community. 

The officials of the Natal

funds, but their efforts in the 
weight lifting department aad the 
‘wrestling section have brought 
the committee no financial gains, 
In fact both shows were run at 
slight losses.

remaina (0 be seen the amount of 
teciprocity that will be teanslated 
into practical deeds. 











By his pioneering effurts, 
Sonny Moodley was the inspira- 
fod t0 the formation of so many 
philosophical culture clubs now 
existent, He urged his men to 
perfect themselves. in the att of 
physical Btaess, and then spread 
the knowledge far and wide by 
the creation of new clubs and 
bodies, His soul has gone, bur 
his spirit lives with us to watch 
over the destiny of his creations. 

Con we call ourselves true 
sportsmen and allow the widow 
‘and her six small children 10 be 
bereft of all that Sonny Moodley 
held worthy and noble? Can we 
give his children a spoctiog 
chance to emulate the good deeds 
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of their father? ‘Time will tell 
qhether we can bold our head 
hhigh to posterity.

Disenfranchisement 

Owing to the complete dis-

have been hostile to Indian setle-

Fortunately for the Indian cam- 
munity they bad ia the present 
Adminintestor, Mr. DG. Sh 
stone, a statesinan and a Christian 
gentleman, (0 raise a voice on 
their behalf. 

From another poin of view, the 
the total sxclusion of the Indian 
from participation in the political 
Iife of che country, makes it aon 
sensical for the Todian to toy 
with an idea of education for 
citizenship or edueation for demo- 
eracy. The teaching of civics and 
civie responsibility | ia. Indian 
schools cannot but be 3 hollow 
pretence if rot actually farcical. 
One of the tasks of education in 
multi-racial society is t0 stimulate 
and inculcate in the children and 
the people generally a sense of 
common loyalty and patriotism 
towaeds their country, and of 
lolerance and comradeship with 
their fellow citizens. How is 
this possible in Indian and nea 
European schools when they are 
outside the pale of citizenship? 
The generally inferior status of 
the Indian and non-European 
child educates them for_ rebellion 
and hateed rather than for reason- 
ableness and co-operation. The 
work of the schools is under- 
mined by the awareness of the 
child of bis real status in this 
couatry aad by the conditions 
outside the school. 

To consider one other deter- 
minaat of Indisa education; the 
demand for educational facilities 
aad the desire for education came 
from the economically more ad- 
vanced sections amongst the 
Todian people, It was the affluent 
lass amongst Indians wl 
contributed much towards the 
erection of schools for Indians. 
Restrictions upon the commercial 
activities of the Indians and the 
restricted aveaues of private and 
public employment availble to 
them have tended to keep low the 
standards of living of the Indian. 
Limited aveaues of employment 
land the almost complete exclusion 
from the more bighly paid skilled 
eccupation retird the growth of 
‘echoical and vocational ed ueation 
for Indians. 

The industrial color bar, as itis 
generally known, by compelling 
the Indions ¢9' stay on he less 
semunerative unskilled and semi- 
skilled occupations as not nly 
kept down theis standard of living 
but it slso disables them from 
contributing more'to the national 
sevenus snd thereby tothe finance 
of education and other services. 
Ie is through no fault of the 
‘dian that his hands are fettered 
gon bis inherited skill wasted; 
that his capacity for greater pro~ 
duction of wealth ‘has been artic 
fically restricted. 

But that has aot preveoted the 
use of the agrument that education 

¢ other services sbould be pre- 
din proportion to the con- 
tribution of each section cowards 
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the public revenue, If the Indian 
section of the population bas not 
bees able to conteibute more than 
the Europeaa section to the public 
revenue in the form of direct ot 
indirect taxation it is because 
they are a poorer community. 
The chief reason for their poverty 
Fises from the abovementioned 
racial policies of the cuuatry. 


Post-War Reconstruction 
‘Commission's Report 


In itlusteation of the point it 
would be sufficient to mention 
the views of the Natal Post-War 
Reconstruction Commission 1946. 
The Repot of this Commission 
stated that the general view of 
the European community was 
that the affluent Indian was 
menace (0 white civilisation, and 
that the commericial activities of 
this group should be cunfined to 
thei own group in their own 
locations.

bined with the meagre funds 
for the expansion of the system it

But the tick of compulsion has 
led co muich wastage of pupil-fife, 
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and has not solved the question 
of mass illiteracy. Thus we are 
caught in a vicious circle of 
ignorance aad poverty. 

Poverty and poor home condi- 
tious and surroundings, the 
ilteracy of parents, and the 
generally pcor cultural and nutri- 
‘ional standards at home have all 
combined to depress further the 
quality and antainment of India 
education. 
| Finally, let us consider briefly 
tire third ‘broad group of social 

_ determinants. 

Firstly, by. the census of 1936 
ft was revealed. that the Indian 
community was 3 “youthful” 
Population. Sore 47 per cent 
were under 15 years of. ager 
whereas, there were only 27 per 
ceat Europeans in this age group 
* (Coloured and Bantu populations 
are youthful).

The Korean war is Pro- 
vidential.

All those arrayed against 
North Korea and see in 








her action the danger of~ 
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Communism wiping out the 
forces of democracy, need 
to turn the — searchlight 
within themselves and not 
towards Korea, Unless 
they do that Communism is 
bound to overwhelm them. 


The lesson that Korea 
affords us, who are fighting 
for real democracy, which 
does not mean mobocracy 
as is characteristic of pre- 
sent day democracy, but @ 
rule based on the Moral 
Law of God, which means 
Truth, Justice and Right- 
cousness, is to be cour- 
ageous and daring, not 
to kill, but to be killed, 
so that Truth, Justice and 
Righteousness may prevail.

Healt is wholeness, whole- 
someness, being in barmony with 
Nature and Nature's laws so. that 
‘Re are full of vitality, full of life, 
Sickness and ill-health are 
Yhetefore unnatural. They; are 
the result of being out of harmony 
with Nature, ¥ 

Note carefully: Tsay, “they are 
the resale” 

So many people imagine that 
sickness just comes by itself. But 
this notion is altogether weong. 
Everything must bave 3 cause, 
And often by merely removing 
the cause we can remedy the 
| complaint. 

Tn this universe of ours, wise 
sen realize that there is law and 
“order aud harmony, that under- 
ying everything there are what 
Wey Gill “the laws of Nature.” 
Plums do not grow on mango 
trees, cattle do not grow wings 
and fy, fh do not grow feathers 
and seeds, trees do not grow cools 





up ia the air and leaves in the 
ground, Acd if they did, what 
would we say? 

We would say, “this ie very 
‘unusual! Why is this so? What 
causer“it?"" And by 40 saying, 
‘We would unconsciously show that 
‘we recognize that there ie a law, 
assystem io all Nature to which 
everything ought to conform, 

Give a scientist a piece of 
metal and he will examine it 
lunder the microscope and see its 
pattern of crystits, ‘From this 
pattern he will be able to tell 
what it iz, Each metal has its 
‘own special pattern, 

Givea scientist a 
from a living body and he will be 
able to tell, from its pattern, 
Whether itis skin or bone, whether 





it comes from the eye or tor, 


stomach or brain, heatt or spleen 
or bowel. The pattern is differ- 
ent in each case, Nature made 
itso, * 

Everything was made by the 
Creator according to His own 
wonderful design and for its 
special purpose. The leaves of a 
tree are different from the roots, 
Each has its proper work 10 do. 
als and man, all 
have been given bodies of won- 
erful design with each part 
specially made for a special bit of 
work to do so that the whole 
body may live and grow and be 
well. 

When those pacts fail to do 
their special wark, the body can- 
well. When we do some- 
thing that is contrary to the 
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* design and purpose of the body, 

We cannot expect health. When 
we fil to do what Nature requires 
us to do for our’ bodies, we are 
creating conditions that must, 
sooner or later, cause ill-bealth— 
sickness, 

Let me repeat: sickness does 
not just come by itself i is caused 
bby going against Nature's laws. 

The fist thing,. ¢herefore, ia 
seeking health isto seek to kaow 
and to understand Nature's laws. 
They we must obey them. If we 
understand Nature's laws and 
‘obey them, Nature will cure us, 


Déctors do not cure people, 
‘Surgeons do’ not heal people, 
Medicines do not remedy sickness, 
All that the greatest doctor or the 
Beeatest surgeon or the geeatest 
medicine in the world can do is 
to make conditions possible for 
Nature to work. It is Nature 
that does the healing. 


This is where people are often 
‘such fools. Sometimes they pay 
fortunes for doctors and medicines 
and hospitals and operations, 
whereas 3 little common-sense 
and understanding of Nature's 
hws would enable them to help 
themselves. 


~ For instance, a rich man once 
hhad dreadful headaches, He went 
fo this doctor and to that one, 
They gave him medicines and 
injections, -diets and operations 
and everything that was,thea the 
popular method of treatment, He 
spent a fortune and went all 
rouad the world looking for relief, 
In one big city, he ran out of 
clothes and went to buy some 
new shirts. He asked for a certain 
size, bit the shopkeeper measured 
his neck and said, “But thar size 
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too small for you, Ie is 
the site I always wear," answered 
the rich man, a bit ctossly, “Well, 
" remarked the shopkeeper, 
“if you wear that size the collae 
is too tight and it will give you a 
beadache:"" 

And 89 itwas! The rich man 
Wore shirts with bigger collars, 
and that was the end of his head- 
aches. A simple shopkeeper had 
shown him how fe was going 
against a law of Nature. and 
‘causing all his troubles, When he 
stopped disobeying Nature and 
began to work with her instead, 
he got help from ker at once, 

So it is with all sickness, Not 
all can be cured 30 easily, because 
Nature's'taws have been broken 
oo often and too much and too 
Jong. But in a great many cases, 
People are running all over the 
lace seeking for relief which they 
could get for nothing if they only 
knew more about Nature's laws of 
hhealth and proper livin, 

The first need is t0 remove the 
cause of the sickaess. As long as 
the cause is still there, no sick 
Petton can really be cured, A 
Slever doctor may deive away the 
particular sickness that is most 
troublesome at the moment, but 
some other from of sickness of 
2 worse kind will be bound to 
break out later om because the 
cause still cemains, For Nature's 
laws cannot be iguored or dis 
regarded without getting into

They tempt men to evil and they breed, suspicion and fear and 
the tragic consequences thereof.’ [hey are therefore not 
legitimate weapons in the Christian armoury nor are they 
sources of security. You cannot foster-harmony by the 
apparatus of discord, nor cherish goodwill by the equipment 
of hate. But it is by harmony and goodwill that human 
security can be. obtained. Armaments aim at a security in 
isolation; but such would at best be utterly precarious, and 
is, as a matter of fact, illusory. The only true safety is the 
safety of all, and unless your weapon of defence achieves this 
work, or works towards this, it is.a source of antagonism, 
and therefore of increased peril.

The 
acceptance of suffering, instead 
of the infliction of ity requires 
such moral power in those who 
adopt this policy that no com= 
sounity could succesafully use 
it ia an unjust cause, Injustice 
and Passive Resistance have no. 

When the African 
People have risen sufficiently 
high in the scale of civilisation, 
togive up the savage wacfare 
and use che Christian method 
of setting a disgute, they will 
be fit to exercise the right to

“The decision taken earlier this 
yeat to replace Native cleaners by 
Europeans in some Goverament 
Gepartments hax proved so un- 
sstisfactory in Durban that Na- 
tives are now to be re-employed 
says ‘The Natal Daily News" Cor- 
respondent, Alrendy the several 
dozen European cleaners at the 
Magistrate's Court and nearby 
State offices have been replaced 
by the original Natives, a chaoge- 
‘over that has taken place gradually 
‘in the last few weeks. In the 
next few weeks itis expected that 
the remaining European cleaners, 
totalling about 60, working in 
other Durban Government de 
partments, will be-replaced by 
the original Native cleauers. I 
understand, says the Correspond- 
tent thatthe reason forthe reversal 
of the decision is that the experi= 
meat in employing Europeans has 
been a filuce. Most of them 
have proved uncatisfactory for the 
wwotk, ‘Their labour has also been 
more expensive. Native cleaners 
tam from £8 to £10 a month: 
the Europeans who replaced thems 
received from £13 to £18 
month. ‘The Native who has 
returned 10 take charge of the 
cleaners at the Magistrate's Court 
‘has had 35 years’ service. The 
‘employment of Europeans was io 
Liecordance with a directive isued 
from the Prime Minister's Office 
last September. This said that 
lEsropeans should replace Natives 
fa the Public Service. 











‘Apartheid On Cape Beach

South Africa's Population 

Since the first South African 
census taken nearly after Union, 
the population of the country 
hhad increased by neacly 5,500,000, 
according to figures from the 
1946- Union population census 
which were released for publica- 
tion last week. On May 7, 1916, 
South Africa's population was 
11,418,349, On that date, the 
European population was 
2,372,690, which is nearly double 
the 1911 figure of 1,276,242, 
‘Over the same period the Asiatic 
population had not quite doubled, 
having increased from 152,203 to 





285,260. In 1946 there were 
252,317 of the Union's total 
number of Asiatics living in 
Natal. The statistics show that 
the European and Asiatic popu- 
Ihtion in Natal were almost 
numerically equal, there being 


about 4,000 more Europeans than 
Asiatics—236,697 Europeans ag- 
ainst the 232,317 Asiatics, There 
were 7,831,915 Natives in te 
Usion, ‘making a total of non- 
European races of 9,045,659. 
Thedensity of the population of 
the Union per square mile was 
five Europeans and 19.2 non- 
Europeans, making a tots! of 
24.2, In Matitzbueg, according 
to the report, the total number of 
people was 115,599, of which 
29,183 were Europeans, 15,091 
were Asiatics, 3,785 were Col 
oureds, 67,540 were Natives. “Ia 
Durban, the total number of 
people was 367,360, of which 
127,695 were Europeans, 115,883 
were Agiatics, 11496 were Col- 
foureds, 112,336 were Natives

That is 
why it is always a good plan co 
retire shortly after every meal and 
let the bowels work. If this is 
done ‘regularly, very soon the 
bowels will get accustomed 10 
doing their duty, and there will 

to constipation with- 











Of course this is not all that 
must be done, but it is very im- 
portant jaded, We must alsa be 
sure to have the right kind of 
food and sufficient liquid to drink 
so that the bowel contents can 
have enough bulk and moizture. 
Many people are constipated just 
because they donot drink enough 
water, 

tis a pity that peopleare such 
fools 25 to look upon so-called 
‘“eefined” goods as being better 
goods. They want white bread 
instead of brown, white sugar 
stead of, dark sugar, polished rice 
instead of yellow oF brown rice, 
altbough the brown bresd and the 
brown rice taste so much nicer 
and are so much better 10 eats 

White flour, white bread and 
white rice are practically pure 
starch, All rhe best ‘materials of 
the grain have been taken out. 
Food made from these are thus 
without taxte or flavour. That 
is why people must add flavour 
to them in the form of sugar of 
salt or spices, condiments, sauces 
and soon. But these things do 
not give such “refined” food any 
increase in value, Instead, they 

imply excite, the appetite and 
iritate the delicate lining of the 
stomach and bowels. Also, as 
everybody kaows, white flour 
makes excellent paste to. stick 
things. Why, it even sticks to 
our teeth when we eat it. Is it 
‘any wonder, then, that white 
bread aod white flour cause con 
stipation? 

Browa bread or whole grain of 
any sort, is far better ax a food, 
Such food contains “wholeness,” 
hhas much more foot value, and 
also gives the “roughage” neces- 
sary to sweep out the bowel and 
to keep it clean. Brown bread, 
brown rice, whole meal, are far 
more nourishing than whites and 
they are also much nicer to eat— 
except (© those whose sense of 
taste has been spoiled by “fancy” 
foods. 

When we eat meat or cheese 
fo dried beans or chor tate, all 50- 
" foods, these 
to poison if they stay long 
ie bowel. All flesi-eating ani- 
mals, the dog, the eat, the lion and 
50 on, have short bowels xo that 
their “high protein” food will 
not stay there long. Why ? 

Compare the dung of a cat or 
a dog with that of a horse or a 
com, which see vegetarians and 
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have long bowels, and the reason 
is obvious, ‘The dung of the dog 
or eat is 39 offensive that these 
animals instinctively tey to cover 
it with earth, The cause of this 
offensiveness is the “high pro- 
tein" that turns into po'sonous 
substances in the bowel. If these 
poisons stay any Jength of time in 
the bowels, they become absorbed 
into the body. This is a very 
big cause of sickness, 

Please do not be 59 foolish as 
to believe the silly stories about 
germs causing diseass. If germs 
caused disease, why does not 
everybody get sick in an epide- 
mic? Why do only some people 
Bet smallpox or polio or measles 
er diphtheria or influenza ? 

The reason is chat geems ean 
only live where they can get the 
food they need. Flies must have 
rubbish and manure in which to 
breed. Mosquitces need stagnant 
water. And likewise disease 
germs must have dirt inside the 
body and in the blood before 
they can breed and cause disease. 

The person whose bowels are 
distyand whose blood-stteam is 
full of poisons taken from the 
bowels, is a fine breeding ground 
for disease germs. But the per- 
son who keeps his bowels clean 
‘and working properly, and whose 
blosd-stream is clean and” pure, 
such a person has nothing to. fear 
fom disease germs. — Disease 
germs simply cannot find a chance 
to develop inhim and so he re- 
mains well and healthy and 
strongly resistant to disease,

Man naturally resists enslave- 
ment, and probably enslavement 
“of the intellect most of all, His- 
tory is replete with examples of 
martyrdom readily preferred to 
betrayal of convictions, of the 
martyr's conception of Truth. 


‘The real devotee of Truth—the 
‘worshipper of Truth for Truth's 
sake—refuses to be party or privy 
towhat he knows to be untrue 
and contrary 19 justice and 
righteousness. And, there is one 
characteristic that always has 
characterised such martyrdom, 
viz. complete impersonality; com- 
plete absence of self-interest, of 
personal advantage or gain, 
Moreover, such champions of 
Truth have never attempted to 
effect conversion by means of 
brute force, They have ine 
variably been satisfied that sooner 
or later Truth is justified of her 
children. ‘They have died, that 
Truth may survive and prevail, 








‘Today the world is threatened 
with a third world war arising, 
ostensibly, from conflicting and 
irreconcilable ideologies. Each of 
the sides 10 the dispute professes 
to regard the ideology of the 
other as an intolerable heres 
‘which, unless it is destroyed, will 
assuredly make it impossible for 
peace, prosperity and progress to 
be established on earth, 





Each professes to believe that 
the other is so intent upon im- 
posing its ideplogy upon it and 
tupoa the rest of the world, that, 
order to achieve its object, 
will, if necessary, resort to foree. 
Each accuses the other of war- 
like preparations to attack at the 
first favourable opportunity. 
Most important of all, each 
claims to be the only honest, dis- 
interested Crusader in the cause 
of Right and Justice, contending 
that the other is concealing 





sordid, selfish and sinister de- 
signs, such as territorial’ expan- 
sion, spheres of influence, and 
markets for its products, behind 
a screen of lolty principles each 
is deliberately disregarding in its 
own couoiry and. such others as 
it preseatly controls, 

Now, the two ideologies in 
issue are commonly known res- 
pectively, as Capitalism and 
Communism. Each claims 19 be 
the truer form of Democracy 
i.e, of Government of the People, 
by the People, for the People, 
‘The figureheads in this conteo 
vversy, that has progressively in- 
creased in bitterness siace the 
last World War, are generally ce- 
garded as being the U.S.A. on 
the one side and the USSR. 
‘on the other, 

The former contends that 
Democracy ia best served and 
advanced under the system of 
production and distribution by 
private enterprise. It favours 
what is known 25 the competitive 
system; the Profit Motive; as 
bbeing most conducive to pro~ 
duction and distribution in. the 
best interests of the people, Tis 
ideology is, perhaps, most 
griphically expresed in its 
own description of “Rugged 
Individualism," the idea being 
that the prospect of gain of re- 
ward in the form of wealth. is 
the incentive best calculated to 
stimulate the “individual to the 
fullest effort of which he is 
capable in his particular calling. 
Consequently, “The almighty 
dollar” has very literal meaning 
and. special significance in this 
Jand of mulismilionaices 
which “smartness” is most 
esteemed and the intensive 
scramble for wealth inevitably 
forces the weaker and less. astute 
to the wall. 








There great wealth, rather 


than keowledge, is what confers 
power on its potsessor.| And, it 
is hardly surptisiog that the 





spread of any system that 
threatens to restrict the feee play: 
of “private enterprise,"” such as 
investment of money at interest, 
abroad, as well as within the 
homeland, should meet with the 
strongest possible opposition, 








The comparatively recent 
“Witch Hunts" ia the U.S.A, 
would seem to be much of a 
kin to the earlier arrests and 
trials of alleged traitors in the 
us 








Marxian Communism, Russia's 
interpretation of Democracy, 
the very opposite of Ametica’s 
“Rugged Individualism.” Ia many 
respects it would appear a pretty 
close resemblance ro Hitele's 20 
called State Socialism:

‘Moloch, an Idol, to which all

HEN World-War II started 

Great Britain was extremely 
worried about U-Boat menace. In 
World-War I her people nearly 
starved because the German 2ub- 
marines sank so many ships 
bringing food. So the Govern 
ment got busy at once and con 
sulted experts in the science of 
nutrition, that is, the science of 
studying food-values, so 23 to 
learn to make the most of the 
food obtainable 

‘One of the experts consulted 
wos Major Generat Sir Robert 
McCarrison, who had spent many 
years ia India, where he did some 
very intergstiog research and 
made some discoveries of world- 
wide importance. 

‘Wheo be was younger, Me- 
Carrison spent some of his life as 
a district surgeon in the Gilgit 
Agency Sf Northern India. ‘There 
fhe found that the people of the 
valley of Hunza'were most extra- 
cocdinaeily healthy. They hardly 
ever had any sickness. They 
‘were strong, haedy,"brave, cheer 
ful. He remembered this when 
he carried out a very interesting 
experiment in later years, 

‘The experiment hie carried out 
yas a test of the different kinds of 
food that different races of people 
eat. This experiment was done 
with white rats, which were kept 
jn clean comfortable cages under 
ideal conditions. These rats lived 
‘a sort of rat .paradize, except 
that different rats had different 
Kinds of food. 

‘To some rats, MeCarrison gave 
the food of the Sikhs of the Pua~ 
jab, To others, he gave the food 
of the Tamils of Southern India, 
‘To others again, he gave the food 
of other people of India, And 
then, to some of the rats he gave 
the food of the people of the 
valley of Hunza, 

What happened? Something 
very, interesting indeed happened. 
Ye was noticed that the cats got 
stmost the same diseases and 
complaints 35 were common 
among the people whose food 
they ate, The rats which were 
fed on the rice and other food 
preparcd-as it is eaten by the 
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poor people in the South of India 
gt all sorts of sicknesses just the 
same 35 troubles those peoples 
They had skin troubles, bladder 
uoubles, stomach and heart 
diseases, nervous troubles, asthma, 
tleers, ‘abscesses, all the same 
kinds of sickness 23 is. common 
amoog the people eating that 
same kind of food. 

But the tats fed on the food of 
the people ofthe valley of Hunza 
were strong and healthy and 
happy, just like the people ia the 
valley of Hunza, 

Later on, McCarrison fed some 
other eats’ the same food as is 
commonly eaten by people ia 
London—white bread, jam, sweets, 
marmalade, tea, tinged meat and 
soon, What was the result? 
These’ rats soon got bad teeth, 
nervous troubles, constipation, 
stomach ulcers, rickets, and 30 
fon—the same diseases that are so 
common among Englishmen 
living in London, 

Now, what was the secret of 
the food of the people of Hunzat 
In the first place, these people 
look after their land if it is 

i ‘And it is indeed 
So whatever they 
take away from their aad must 
again go back to it ia the form 
of manure. They never bura 
their manure, they never waste 
their weeds of leaves of rubbish, 
Everything must go back to the 
soil when it comes, 

That is “the cule of cetura,"* 
which is the law of Life, Tf we 
get onything from Nature, we 
aust also give back to Nature. 
She is our mother; she is our 
life. If we give back to hee what 
is hers when we have done ' 

she will give us ever more Life, 

Then, again, the people of Hunta 
cat whole. food. They do not 
at white bread, or cakes made 
from white flour. No, they ext 
chapattis made of whole wheat 
fresh ground. They also eat 
plenty of dried fruit—apricots and 
rmulbecris in particular—and they 
have, many Kinds of vegetables 
which are often eaten uicooked, 
Whotever is cooked is prepared 
jaa “whole manner, simply and 
without fancy. flavourings and 
sauces to burn the tongue and 
rvitate the stomach.

Today the millers take good 
wholesome whole wheat and make 
white flour from it, All the bran 
is carefully removed. All the 
germ, life of the seed wheat, is 
taken out, ‘Then people get con- 
stipated from eating white bread 
and cake; and constipation causes 
all kinds of sickness. The people 
go to dectors and hospitals for 
their sickness, They driok pleaty 
of medicine and have operations 
and suffer all kinds of misery. A 
few clever ones go to shops that 
sell specially prepared bran, at a 
high price, to cure coostipation. 
But what a game! First take the 
bbran out of the food, thus causing. 
constipation, Thea sell the bran 
back to the people, in fancy 
packets at a fancy price, to cure 
constipation, And we call that 
progress! 

Wherever we find truly healthy

DURBAN CITY COUNCIL RECEIVES 
NEW POWERS 


HE Extended Powers Ordin- 

ance, which bas been sanc- 
tioued by the Governor-General- 
in-Council, gives the Durban 
City Council authority to frame 
by-laws providing for separate 
bemches and amesities for all 
races. Hitherto there has been 
1no_legal way for the City Couneil 
to control the races on its beach 
apart from conttolling actual 
bathing. Councillor George Hay- 
ward, vice-chairman of the Parks 
and Recreation Committee, sai 
to the Press that the mew law was 
sought because of numerous com- 
plaints that_non-Europeans were 
‘encroaching on the popular beach 
resorts, including Brighton Beach, 
which bad been used by Euro: 
peans for decad 

He ssid: “The mater come 
toa head last year when the 
Beach Advisory Committee, of 
which Twas chairman, received a 
umber of complaints from holi- 
day visitors as well as Jocal resi 
dents. 

‘That committee was composed- 
not only of City Councillors but 
of representatives of the Durban,

Provincial Council amended the 
Ordipance, 

Tn terms of Ordinance 3. of 
1928, which applies only'to Dur- 
ban, the Council had powers to 
make by-laws prescribing ateas on 
the beaches to be reserved for 
Europeans, Asiatics and Natives 
for the purpose of bathing only. 

“We have now got authority (9 
make by-laws permitting us to 
prevent persons of one’, racial 
proup from eatering upon an 
steal beach reserved for another 
facial group, whether they do s0 
for purposes of bathing oF for 
any other purposes.

What had 
held it up were the conditions 
that should govern the plebiscite, 
These related tothe 9 called Azad 
Kashmir Forces, the question of 
northera areas and the question 
of demilitatization, There bas 
been no agreement about these 
and after four days talks with Sir 
Dixon, the old disagreement ot 
those issues continued, Subse- 
quently Sie Dizon bad put for- 
ward two or three tentative sug 
gestions out of which ultimately 
fone remained and that was, 
roughly speaking, proposals for 
[partial plebiscite. “"We said :that 
it could be criticised ia many 
ways, that we did not like it at 
all.

Whatever 

‘may be said to the contrary, 

there is no denying the fact 

that he was a far-sighted 
statesman, who worked 
the interests of a White 

South Africa. His age and 

experience had broadened 

his vision and, unlike the 
Nationalists, he saw that the 
best way to keep South 
Aftiea secure for the White 
man was, not isolationism, 
but to beffiend the world, 
both White and non-White, 
and to win the confidence of 
the non-White people, and 
fis worked along those lines. 
‘An erstwhile enemy of 
Britain, he had become Bri 
tait’s very best friend, Did 
he do so, as the Nationalists 
mistakenly believe, to sell 
himself and his country, 
every stone and every par 
licle ofdust of which he loved 
sodearily?

He always laid great stress

Indian question, must be 
noted with a profound sense 
of appreciation, He stood 
for India’s Independence, in 
the achievement of which 
he made no mean contribu- 
tion, when he was ia Lon- 
don during the Round 
Table Conference in 1931 
He did so out of his per- 
sonal great regard for Ma- 
hatma Gandhi, whom we 
revere as the “Father of 
‘The Indian Nation.” Again 
it was during the thick of 
Indias struggle for Inde- 
pendence in 1942, when the 
British Government was 
doing its utmost to vilify. 
both India*and the leader 
of that great struggle, Ma- 
hatma Gandhi, that General 
Smuts's voice was the only 
voice that rang out fearless- 
ly to challenge the charge of 
insincerity levelled against 
Mahatma Gandhi, He de- 
clared that Gandhi,was the 
greatest man the world had 
produced and his sincerity 
could not be doubted. 
General, Smuts’s reputation 
as, one of the greatest 
statesman was at its zenith 
at the time and his word 
carried weight as no one 
else's could do, He had 
thus rendered a great ser- 
vice to India. 

General Smuts had his own 
way of settling the colour 
problem’ of South Africa, 
though we did not agree 
‘with it. Ivis difficult to say 
definitely whether he was 
right or wrong. He made 
no secret of the fact that 
though he cherished high 
ideals he was a realist, 
From a realistic point of 
view. he felt that_he had 
to take into consideration 
the “existing circumstances 
and act accordingly, which 

















he did in bis own ligh 
and according to what 
appeared to him to be in 
the best interests of South 
Africa as a whole. But 
one thing he did not do, 
be it said to his cr 
and that was he did not 
Bag anyone or deprive 
anyone of the freedom of 
thought, speech and action, 
€r prevent anyone {rom 
taking recourse to the 
Court of Justice, He was 
a hard task master and if 
his adversaries were power- 
ful enough to match him he 
yielded, even as he did in 
1914, after seven years of 
bitter struggle under the 
leadership of | Mahatma 
Gandhi. 

General Smuts had his 
faults, No human being is 
without them. South Africa 
mourns his loss’ because of 
his great virtues—his win- 
ning personality, his out- 
standing abitity’ to deal 
calmly. coolly and with 
an iron determination wich 
the most delicate situation, 
his astuteness, far-sighted 
ness, his indomitable cour- 
age, his love of Nature.

Mf, at first, this 
should seem too far-fetched’ even

membered that there are other 
forms of tyranny besides that 
usually associated with despotic 
rulership. 

There is the yranny that big 
finance—the powerful financial 
corporations and great banking 
concerns—can, and have been 
known to exercise, aver industry. 
‘The tyranoy that ean be exercised 
by wealthy taodholders. The 
tyranny of the common landiord 
over his tenants; of the employer 
over employee; of man aver 
woman; of the monopolist of 
essential commodities over the 
consuming public; while here ia 
South Africa, we are confronted 

what is probably the most 
sharing kind of all, the tyranny of 
race and coloui 

All these indicate conflicts of 
interest and tend to ereate discord 
instead of harmony, friction 
stead of co-operation, enmities 
and jealousies that distupe, keep 
apart, and eventually promote 
distrust, il-feeling and strife. | 

Under what is kaswn a8 the 
“profit motive” .and “private 
enterprise," itis obvious that the 

terests of producer and distri 
butot on the oneshand ace 
metrically opposed to the interests 
of the consumer, on the other, 
‘The faterest of the latter is to pay, 
as litle as he ean for as much as 
his money can procure; that of 
the former, to obtain che biggest 
possible price for, the lesst, the 
customer can be induced to 
accept. 

Theoritically, the distributor of 
commodities (purveyar and shop- 
keeper) is supposed to exist for 
the convenience of the consuming. 
Public. Primarily, the license he 
in granted is for the purpose of

ase be tal fo turn others 
weaknesses to his own profits fn 
the other, to-use his strength for 
‘he helping of the weak, 

“The “mock i" Democracy, ax 
wwe have it, consists in the fact 
that though “a splendid ides," it 
Jn. ye, lite, more than a label, 
ae that lamentably fails answer 
its warrant. I, 26 contended, 
the eatential spit of real demos 
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eracy is brothertiness—s fraternal 
relation as between individuals, 
classes and peoples—the sad truth 
thas to be faced that mankind has 
not yet reached the stage of 
democracy-miodedness.

Our 
own defects frequently are not 
recognised by us until they are 
seen reflected in others. | How 
would it be for the "“demoerScies"” 
to tuen this present experience to 
account, by purging themselves 
of their own faults and failings 
and thus nullifying the advantages, 
real or supposed, which are claim- 
ed for communisin in one or other 
Of its forms? Aa ounce of prac- 
tice is mote convincing than a 
ton of theory, and lofty seati- 
ments are-but poor satisfaction 
for empty stomachs and ill-clad 
bodies.

Usually 
these come from wrong eating. 
Often, however, there ate other 
causes, such 29 inherited taints 
From parents or grandparents, oF 
medicines and drugs thet have 
eed taken iato the body (not 
forgetting the poisons that are 
inieeted sv freely and. expensively 
and recklessly today). Other 
causes are vaccination, the use of 
aluminium, coaking vessels, poi 
fons caused by wrong habits such, 
as worry, anger and hatred, ciel 
and many others, 























It would be interesting to find 
out bow much rheumatism “has 
been caused by aspirin and re- 
lated drugs of the salicylate 
‘group used as “paia-killers." ‘The 
study of bomoeopathy bas proved 
definitely that aspirin can cause 
acute articular rheumatism, deaf 
ness, ulceration of the mucous 
membrane of the stomach and 
bowels, as well a5 many other 
complaints. ?

A Dissapointing 
Session 


HE nineteenth session of the 
Coiference of the S.A.LC, 
‘which took place in Johan- 
nesburg Iast week-end, has not 
made avery favourable im- 
pression on our own mind 
nor, we venture to suggest, 
on the minds of many In- 
dians, who are anxiously wai 
ing for a proper lead, We do not 
say this because we wish merely 
(0 criticise.’ We say it because 
the time is long overdue for 
action and not words, Our delay, 
or, rather, complacency, ia this se- 
spect is regrettable, Teis bound 
to be misimerpreted by our 
enemies and co strengthen theis 
hhands to attack us more severely 
than they have already done. 
‘The time was indeed fong over- 
due for an emergency conference 
and to take a momentous decision 
fon an all-important question in 
the history of the Indian com- 
munity ia South Aftica, Instead, 
the S.ALC. only met at its 
ordinary annual session and 
wasted'a considerable amount of 
valuable time on ievelevant matters 
leaving the most important for 
the new executive to attend, 
Te almost seemed like "Nero 
fiddting while Rome was on fire." 
What did the Conference do? 
‘The session opened on Friday 
night, We had the opeaing 
speech by De. J. S. Moroks, in 
which there was substance. That 
‘was followed by a lengthy speech 
bby the chairman of the Reception 
Committee and a lengthy presi- 
dential address, reiter 
that we have heard sai 
over again, acd the reading of 
messages. ‘The whole of Saturday 
was vietually wanted on discussion 
fon the constitutional position of 
the SALC, the Cape Indian 
Congeess baving seceded and on 
the afiliation in its place of the 
Cape Provincial Indian Assecsbly. 
Sunday from 11 a.m. to 6.30 pum, 
‘was devoted to the preseat Gov. 
emment’s Apartheid legislation, 
South-Wen Attica, Korea and 
other matters, which did nor 
aircetly concern the Cangtess and 
which were receiving atteation 
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by much more abler biains and 
‘were quite safe in their keeping, 

and.en other routine matters like 

the secretary's report, the tteas- 

uuret's financial statement and 

election of officials. 

On “the challenge of the Na 
tionalist Government and the 
attacks on the liberties of the 
people of South Afcica," the 
Conference expressed the opinion 
“that the Indian people must en- 
deavour to strengthen further 
the co-operation that has aleeady’ 
been forged between themselves, 
the Coloured people, the African 
people and the European demo- 
crats, in the atrugale for freedom 
and emancipation.” Oa the 
Group Ateas Act, in particular, 
the Conference “called upon the 
Indian people to offer concerted 
resistance" and to this end it 
fnstructed the executive com- 
mittee "to devise ways and mesos 
whereby to defeat the purposes of 
he Act." The Conference also 
‘called upon" the General As- 
sembly of the United" Nations 
to denounce emphatically at its 
current session the disregard 
showa to ts resolution by South 
Africa, and (© take immediate, 
appropriate and effective steps to 
end withia’ the Union of South 
Africa the pernicious doctrine of 
race superiority and the practice 
of ce) discrimination” 

This was indeed a very poor 
ead at atime when the com- 
munity was faced with a life and 
denb question. If we were 10 
think seriously of the things we 
are faced with we would surely 
realise that the time for talk 
thas long passed and the time has 
now come for courageous action 
brocking no delay whatsoever.

3 result. What good can such 
support do you with either the 
Boverning classes of South Africa

Nations? J do earnestly beg you, 
while in no way blaming you of 
condemning all your overseas 
contacts, to consider the effects 
of specific appeals overseas, 
which are virtually appeals for 
the use of sanctions against your 
own Goverament, in relation 10 
their influencing of public opinion 
in this country itself. 














I realise that it is easier to 
give this advice than to indicate 
just what you can do effectively 
this countey. The political 
wation seems almost an ime 
possible one. All doors seem to 
bbe closed. Your efforts to per- 
suade the white electorate 10 see 
your ‘point of view bave not been 
very rewarding. The career of 
an anti-Asiatic politician seems 
so easy and so successful. But 
we mutt, in the interests of white 
‘no less than of non-white South

stomach acidity. Too many 
sweets, mot enough fruit, too 
much starch, insufficient vitamins, 
all these can cause acidity of the 
stomach. Aluminium — cooking 
vessels are frequent causes of in: 
digestion in many people. So 
too is the common practice wf 
adding cooking soda to vegetables 
that are being boiled. One should 
never do this. Another thing to 
watch agaiast is putting roo much 
salt in the food, “Finally, there is 
thecommon habit of taking too 
many medicines. The way some 
People turn their stomachs into 
‘medicine-chests is amazing and 
terribly harmful to their general 
health. 


Ifa person suffers ftom ia- 
digestion or stomach acidity, the 
best plan is to fast until’ the 
stomach bas had a rest.

mon-sense way (0 desl with the 
trouble, and people who know 
have been doing it with great 
success for neatly one huadred 
years, Ver the specialists and 
hospital authorities da. not 
to know anything about it 


eis strange how many people 
do uot want the simple remedies 
that get right down to the root of 
the trouble and effect a cure. No, 
they prefer something expensive 
and elaborate and herd to under 
stand. Te is this foolish attitude 
that supports the great chemical 
and drug manufscturing houses 
who pur all sorts of mew-faangled 
medicines and injections on the 
market and make huge fortunes 
out of them, Yer these expensive 
medicines and treatments often 
fal, of what is worse, they give 
tise to other ilinesses. Many a 
sick person has been “cuced" of 
his original complaint but now, is 
suffering from the 20 called "aide 
effects" of the medicines given 
hhim.

forgotten. But there is nothing 
to stop the stomach ulcer sufferer 
from taking plemy of apptes for 
histeouble. They should be tried 
gested raw; or they must be 
baked.

Not that this latter fact 
is in the smallest degree allowed 
fo worry Dr. Malsn, What, 
however, does appear to have 
greatly arcused the Doctor's ire 
is the decidedly adverse and out- 
spoken criticism levelled at his 
performances here from Great 
Britain, This, the Doctor does 
‘ot hesitate co tell his eritics, he 
considers an unvarrantable im- 
perinence, one that if they are 
pot more careful and better

Scemingly Dr. Malaa’s view 

ie merits of the 
music he selects and of his exe- 
ction of the items chosen have 
nothing t do with the musical 
world outside of South Aftica, 
Even though they are regarded 32 
outeaging all the recognised ca 
pons of what constitutes good 
music and artistic performance, 
both beand they should be im- 
mune from criticism as long as it 
is only the non-white millions 
‘whose, musical sense is being 
outraged. 

Ie is pretty generally “known 
that the African people bave a 














natural love of and genius for 
harmony (or to change the meta- 
phor, for a moment, a keen sense 
of justice) but, save for purposes 
of window-dressing and advertise 
ment, Dr. Malan is not the least 
bir concerned with that, He is 
‘out to please his patrons. Noo- 
Europeans, from his standpoint, 
are merely deadheads, Conse- 
quently, they are not even en- 
led to entertain likes and dis 
likes, much lese to express them. 


What most of all appears to 
puscle Dr. Malan is how the 
echoes of what to him is still 
pleasing, barmonious music (in 
of the world’s critic's having 
Subbed it “intolerably strideat 
discord) manage to travel #0 far 
afield, and having done 39 why 
thote whose taste it offends do 
‘not turn a deaf ear to it and let it 
go at that. 

Unfortustely, South Africa's 
Prime Minister fails to perceive 
that be and his progrummes have, 
somehow, not been kept up to 
date. Alas, that his notions of 
harmony and rythm are sadly at 
Variance with the best’ musical 
authorities, He does'nt make 
enough use of the black notes. 
Refuses to see the improvement 
their more generous employment 
would make. And, after the 
fashion of people who are satis- 
fied that they can do no wrong, 
bitterly resents advice, not to say 




















Great Britain will, ic is to be 
hoped, survive Dr. Malan’s dis- 
pleasure, and not take his covert 
threat too seriously. Similar and 
equally uncomplimentary criti 
cisms have bea expressed 
other quarters, but where these 
represent the opinions of “merely” 
nea-European ctitics Dr. Malan 
tas, obviously, disdained even 19 
notice them. 

To feel 50 completely self 
satisfied must be a wonderful 
experience, even though pride is 
said to go. before a fall. Others? 
lessons rarely teach us anything, 
and disillusionment has been 
known 10 come too late. Tt is 3 
sad reflection, but people, who 
wuawitely think to “challenge the 
overriding Law, instead of adapt- 














ing themselves to it, are only ia- 
viting trouble,

Apartheid 


THE Apartheid policy of the 
Government, which is the basis 
Of the Group Areas Act, has ter 
ribly upset the Indian community. 
‘Strong protests have been voiced 
by it locally and a geeat deal of 
noise has been made outside 
denouncing the Government and 
appealing for help. The South 
‘African Indian Congress, a few 
weeks ago, voiced its ateong 
protest against the Group Areas 
Act but failed 10 give a proper 
fead to the communlty for any 
immediate action, It made a 
strong plea for a non-Buropean 
united front and for this purpose 
lurged upon the people to con- 
solidate all theie forces. A similar 
line was adopted by the Natal 
Indian Congress at its cenference 
held recently in Durban, 
Mesnshile it will not be out of 
placeto examine what actually 
the attitude of the community 
is towards the Apactheid 
policy ‘is. Does it really hurt our 
selt-respeet or do we make a 
noise only in so far az it affects 
lus materially? Have we not already 
submitted to it and are we not 
continuing todo so? The most 
shocking examples of our sub- 
mission to Apartheid are hotels, 
bars and the race course. What 
do we see there? Every hotel 
and bar has a back door en- 
trance specially provided for 
dians. An notice “Indian Bac" is 
to be seen at every hotel, At the 
race course too n0 Indian is per 
mitted to enter it respectably, if 
there is any respectability in doing 
so. A back door entrance 
is provided for all non- 
Europeans and we Indiaas patco- 
nise these places most joyfully 
































Te i a shocking sight 10. 
sec the hundreds and thow 
saods that visit these places, 
That, to our miad, is sub 
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‘mission to apartheid 
vengeace and it disqualifies us 
centrely to protest against its im 
position ix other flelds. These are 
plocee where we should really 
foot protest against che sppli- 
catioa of apartheid but should 
Werk for the imposition of 2 com- 
plete ban on the entey to such 
places aod consider it a blessing 
if ir is imposed. 

We Indians should at least 39° 
meraber that India is speedily 
setting rid of the evils of drink 
and gamiblsig while we who 
‘sim to be, and are expected to 
be, tepresentatives of India, 
are becoming adicts to them. 
Senator Edgar Brookes, the 
ather day, pointed out to 
az some cf the fields of com- 
ateuctive work (0 which our 
auention should be directed. 
These evil which are cor 
roding the social and moral life 
of the community indeed call 
for our first and foremost atten 
tion. Real non-European unity 
can never be achieved nor can it 
ever be effective unless these 
evilgare eradicated entirely. Be 
Mt remembered too that the Afri 
cans have fallen victims to the evils, 
toa far greater extent than the In- 
dians. Uthe Africans believe that 
they cae fight for right and justice 
in thes country while allowing 
these evile to gam mastery over 
them, 2: indeed they have, they 
are sadly mistaken, 














Then, not long ago, we heard 
of a0 Tadian ratepayers associa 
tion who was alleged to have 
sigaified to Me. Kea Clarke, ex- 
Mayor of Durbau, its desire to 
co-operate with the authorities if 
the acca in which ies members 
lived were demarcated under the 
Group Areas Act as an area for 
the occupation of Indians. Whe- 
thee there wae any truth fo 
that or not let st not be 
forgotten that the Govern 
meat are working in a most 
subtle way to make apartheid 30 
accomplished fact before we know 
where we ate? Ia the Trana- 
val the AsisticLaad Tenure Act, 
though being on the Statue 
Book, was not enforced for a 
long time. To the shock and 
surprise of the Indians 
alllof a sudden, being 
enforced. In Natl, we are told, 
the Group Areas Act will not 
be enforced until after December. 
Bupthat does not mean that the 
Goverament are asleep. Ie is 
quite evident, unless we wish 
dehberately cS keep our ejes

HE 300 Indian muni 
cipal employees who 


were given notice 





to be dismissed for stay 
ing away from work 
“Protest Day,” June 26, 





were paid off by the City 
Treasury on October 20, 
The majority of them are 

+ married men, with numer- 
ous dependants. One man, 
Moonsamy, said he had 17 
children, all of them alive 
and all of them unemployed. 
He had been receiving 
£6 125. sd. a month, 

Unemployed among Dur. 
ban's Indian community is 
always a serious problem, 
although there has been 2 
drop in the past eight 
months. In February, 2,200 
Indians were registered as 
unemployed with the De- 
partment of Labour. In 
September, the figure had 
dropped to 1,610. 

This is a very serious 
and daring step taken by 
the City Council, It ean 

+ not be justified on moral, 
material or humanitarian 
grounds. From the moral 
standpoint it is entirely 
weong to take such a drastic 
step against people who 
observed a day of protest 
against an universally ad- 
mitted unjust Act affecting 
their whole community.

Dr. Geyer On S.A. Race 
Probleni 

There can be no greater ora 
more dangerous fallacy than to 
believe that South Africa's de- 
mocratic system can be extended 
toall peoples, irrespective of their 
stage of development, says the 
Union High Commissioner, Dr. 
A, L. Geyer, in an interview 
published in the ‘Commouwealth 
and Empire Review.’ “At least 
for macy years to come the 
White man will ave to remain 
ruler in South Afcies in the in- 
terests of the Bantu themselves, 
‘no Jess than of South Africa as a 
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whole," he said. Dealing with 
three courses open to the ruling 
Whites, Dr. Geyer rejected, not 
only on moral grounds but even 
From a purely selfish point of 
jew, any suggestion of suppress~ 
yg the Bantu and letting them 
be the under-dogs. The second 
course, he said, was gradual in~ 
tegration until there would be m0 
distinction between Black and 
Whice and the two would be 
merged ito a single nation. 
This must mean, among other 
thiogs, that eventually the Blacks, 
with ‘their superior numbers, 
would rule the country. This 
course would, further, mean che 
gradual disippearance of the 
Whites as a people. Coming to 
the thied possible course—Apart- 
heid—De. Geyer said the prin- 
ciple of separation was not, of 
course, mew io South Africa. 
“On the contrary, we realise that 
jn the long run I€ could ebviously 
nly succeed if it proved ia prae~

“The 
ravages of tuberculosis ia these 
areas is anyone's guess." Atri 
bute to the effectiveness of the 
‘work being done by F.OS.A. is 
paid by Dr. B. A. Dormer.

The rejection of Pandit 
Nehru’s offer to set a5 mediator 
and pacifier is another wufortunate 
feature in a business which, while 
bad in itself, might have beea 
turaed into an object lessea to 
alloalookers and an example of 
inconsistency between profession 
and practice. Formosa and Indo- 
China furaish two other dis- 
quieting examples of intervention 
by the Western Powers un- 
Goubtedly motivated by cosi- 
erations of strategy, wherein the 
wishes of the peoples primarly 
concerned are treated ax of 20 
account, and which, because ex- 
pediency seems to requice it, 
violates every principle of Demo- 
racy to the Nth degree.

‘The one fact that stands out in 
boldest relief and which I regard 
as of most vitsl importance, is, 
that the peoples who should 
count most of all—the people, ia 
each case, whose countey it. is;

against each other, 


This sort of thing axay possibly 
serve fo prove the advantases of

Unless it be maintained that what

Literature in any countey_im~ 
plies eolightenment, In the Dark 
‘Ages of European History, only a 
small group of scholars con- 
tinued to pore over the manu 
scripts rescued from the turmoil 
and maelstrom of the past. Only 
2 small group kept aglow that 
spark which was ence the glory of 
all Asia and the heritage of Man- 
kind. Often in Man's chequered 
‘story that flame rose to great 
heights, spreading light, where 
once there was darkness, ‘ousting 
untruth with Truth;’and often it 
burat very low, like a lamp will, 
when the oll ‘reaches its lowest 
point. Yet, through all those 
‘ages, from the Song of Our Lord 
Keishaa, feom the story of 
Beowulf down to the present day, 
that ligbe kepe burning bravely, 
now brightly and now dimly, like 
the ebb and flow of a great ocean.

Realism 

Truth is a quality which 
Literature, more faithfully thae in 
polities, the authors of the world 
have been honestly tcyiag 
attain in spite of tradidonal limi 
tations, ‘The results of these 
endeavours have, however, in 
many instances fallen far short of 
the desired mark. For, in striving 
to maintain equilibrium between 
fiction and Truth, most wi 
hhave written with a “cealism"* 
which is all but real, devoid of 
truth and merely tends t0 create

readily yield evidence to sub- 
stantiate my statements, 
In portraying contemporary life 
what they consider to be falth- 
ful terms, these authors invariably 
descend from the lofty heights of 
Parnassus to the depressingly low 
and squalid atmosphere of de- 
graded flesh. The many offenders 
in these questionable realms make 
high ideals incompatible with 
earthly things. 

In English, the traditional stor 
form is now undergoing a trans 

from the originals of such 

men as Richardson, Fielding, * 
Dickens and Collins, to moderns 
like Priestly, Wells. Buchan and 
Walpole, ‘These men, fortunately, 
realised that realism does mot 
necessarily include gruesome mat- 
ter. There is a serious danger in 




















painting with too drab a brush. 
In Literature, the world—and 
other planets, even—represent the 
vvast field to be conquered by the 





of today are not obliged to use 
only one brush and one colour? 
The medium and choice of the 
subject will always, of course, 
remain the literary prerogative of 
the author, However, one fact 
emerges clearly from ‘the fore- 
going aad that is: authors lke 
storekeepers, ~re entirely depend- 
cot upon the public. That is 
why the late Me. G. K, Chester 
ton said that the vogue of the 
author is dependent on the taste 
of the age. 

Docs the taste then of the pre- 
sent age include brutality and 
indelieate, salacious literature? I 
believe not; for we are revolted 
in spirit and mind to read of life 
shortly after the Dark Ages ia 
Europe, the morals, manners and 
rude tastes. Then, how, you may 
enquire, could the matter be 
remedied? Very simply. Make 
the publication of all inartistic 
work—erotie literature, particular- 
ly—an uaprofiable business by 
boycotting and prohibiting such 
books. [believe that che result 
would be gratifying for, once 
again, fresh literary channels 
‘would be opened to be described 
by men who, silent in their every- 
day life, will leave behind them 
the only records on whieb futuce 
geverations will base their judj

Advent Of Double-deckers 
‘There bas been a<teady increase in the demand 
for bus facilities since 1926, when the first service 
was started. In that year the BEST, then 2 private 
corporation, had only 24 single-deck buses, each 
seating 23 passengers. 
By 1939 the number had increased to 100 single- 
deck buses, each seating 58 passengers. 
The War prevented the expansion of this service 
ince it was not possible ¢o obtain suitable vehicles, 














Since 1946, however, 139 buses have been added to 
the Meet, many of the single-deckers being replaced 
by the double uni's.

The tram-cars are the oldest 
form of ‘modern’ transport in 
Bombay and still are very popular, 
Tast year trams carried more 
than 190 million passengers, an 
average of more than half a mil- 
Sion daily. 

‘The first electric tram car in 
Bombay was introduced in 1907, 
when they replaced horse-drawn 
trolley cars. In that year the 
roure mileage of track was about 
Ti miles and this system carried 
25 million passengers, the popu 
lation of Bombay then being 
900,000, 


‘The tram routes run in the old 
part of the city and today have a 
route mileage of 29 miles of 
double track. ‘Ten tram routes 
are inter-woven to exhaustively 
cover this partof the city. The 
BEST runs 257 trams daily, 93 
of these being double-deckers. 








Suburban Trams 


The most popular form of 
transport in Bombay, however, is 
the suburban electric 
‘This system has played a 
role in the expansion of the city 
into “Greater Bombay," which 
includes umerous suburbs, 
‘Though these suburbs are largely, 
residential localities a number of 
new industries have been started 
in the area. The Born 
and Central India 
the Great Indisn Peninsula rail- 
way have helped in this expa 
by providing fast transport faci 
lites,

The suburban sailway aystem 
in Bombay consists of two parts. 
The westera part of the island is 
served by the B.B.C.1. while the 
G.LP. covers the eastern part. 

In 1949 the B.B.C.I. suburban 
trains carried about 410.000. pas- 
sengers daily, while the G.LP. 
averaged 371,000, In 1939 the 
B.B.C.L, catried 130 passengers 
daily. The sharp increase in this 
trafic tells the story of the city’s 
growth in the last decade. 

To cope with this daily traffic 
of nearly £00,000 the State-owned 
railways make 662 train-runs. 
Thetotal number of train miles 
sun daily i 10,713, With this 
service residents of Kalyan, 40 
miles from Bombay, and Karjat, 
60 miles from city, can commute 
in comfort. 

Season tickets on a quarterly 
basis are available at 2 greatly re- 
duced rate, For example a ticket 
costing one rupee (one shilling 
and six pence) for 2 journey 
works out at about teo rupees 2 
month if a seasoa ticket is bought. 
This searon can be used any 
umber of times during that 
period of time and on an average, 
the commuter uses it sixty times 
a month, 

A striking feature of the sub- 
urban tains is their punctual 
though the average speed, 
cluding time for station stops, 
30 miles per hour. The frequency 
of service is about 15. minutes 
and during peak periods ia the 
morning aud evening extra trains 
ate run at shorter intervals, 

Despite the large number of 
trains run there is considerable 
over-erowing in the eush hour 

the standing-room-only sitwa- 
is similar to that ia the New 
York sub-way, the London tube 
and the Paris metre.

Taxis 


Besides the BEST and che 
railway services, taxis and vic~ 








This city of the three million 
hhas 1700 taxis, 90 per cent. of 
these being post-war models; this 
ratio compares favourably with 
New York city where 5,000 taxis 
ply for the eight million popula 
tion. 

‘The 1700 taxis cater for nearly 
30,000 passengers daily. All the 
taxis run on the metre basis, the 
charge being 9 annas for the first 
mille and then proportionately for 
each subsequent one-third mile, 
‘with an extra two anaas for each 
five minutes of waiting. The 
taxi charges in Bombay thus work 
out as one of the lowest of 
any major city in the world. 

Since June, 1950, 106 “baby 
taxis" have bea added to the 
taxi eet, These automobiles, 
imported from Britain, are smaller 
than the American models and 
ume less petrol. The charge 
ig alx annas a mile and their lower 
rate has made them popular with 
the public. 

Motor-cycle-rickshawes have also 
recently been introduced in the 
city, charging the passengers four 
annie a mile. Teis too early to 
say whether they will “catch on” 
with the public. 

‘The Victoria of “Garry” is 
the oldest transport facility in 
the city. Te was jateoduced ia 
1864 in Bombay, and it amazingly 
has withstcod the competition of 
the more recent trams, buses and 
taxis, By 1924 there were 2,611 
licensed vietorias in Bombay. In 
the last quarter of 3 century, 
though this number has not in.

Ta luncheon given at the St 
Anthony's Catholic Hall oo 
Friday November 10, on the 
cession of the Silver Jubilee 
celebrations of the Natal Indian 
Teachers Society, Me. R. G. 
McGregor, the American Consul, 
was the guest speaker. Ia. the 
course of his inspitiog speech 
Mr. McGregor said:

What is being done 
to ensure that these young 
minds on reaching maturity will 
want to eange themselves on the 
side of feee men rather than to 
feck eseape from free men's 
coerous responsibilities into some 
form of totalitarian doctrine? 
President ‘Teuman has declared 
that the present world str 
is a battle for men's minds. 
What then is being dove with 
the miads that ace the material of 
your daily tsk in order to equip 
them for the battle that is being 
waged to-day?”

no evidence of 2 desire at any 
time to attempt a settlement of 
the problen in conformity with 
the resolution of the General 
Assembly. In fact, their whole 

iitude indicates a surprising 
indifference to the dignity and 
prestige of this world organisation, 

ts resolutions were flouted 
by the Union and instead of 
ating the rigours of its policy, 
racial diserimination has been ex- 
tended further and ioto realms 
which not ealy affect the dignity

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U.N.O. POLITICAL COMMITTEE 
RESOLUTION 
ON TREATMENT OF INDIANS IN S.A. 


‘THE special Political Committee of the U.N.O. adopted on 

Monday, November 20, a resolution that South Africa, the 
Indian Republic and Pakistan should hold a round-table con- 
ference before April 10, 1951, to settle their dispute about the 
treatment of Indians in South Africa. South Africa, Australia, 
Belgium, Greece, Luxemberg and Holland voted against the 
resolution, 

‘The resolution included the provision that the Group Aress 
Act should not be implemented pending the conclusion of the 
round table negot 

The resolution was originally submitted by Brazi 
Denmark, Norway and Sweden, 

Itincluded a recommendation that the round table confer 
ence be held “Con the basis of the agenda agreed on at Capetown 
in February this year and bearing in mind the provisions of the 
Charter of the United Nations and the universal declaration of 
human ighes."" 

A Cuban amendment to the preamble of the recolution 
stating that “a policy of racial segregation (apartheid) is neces 
sarily based on doctrines of racial discrimination” was approved 
by 20 vote to three with 32 abstentions. Australis, Greece and 
South Africa voted against. 

The Committee voted by 27 to 12, with 17 abstentions, ia 
favour of an ameadment by Iraq that iu the event of the parties 

f to reach agreement at the round table conference, a come 
mittee of three members should be appointed to assist them, 

It was recommended that of the three members, one should 
be nominated by the Union Covernment and the other two by 
the Indian Republic and Pakistan, or in default of the latter 
reaching agreement, by the Secretary-Genera! of the United 
Nations. 

The amendment incerting the provision relating 10 the 
Group Areas Act was approved earlier in the debate by 24 votes 
to 14, with 18 abstentions, 

‘Thése voting against it were South Africa, the United 
States, Britzin, Turkey, Sweden, Norway, the Netheclands, 
Luxemberg, Greece, France, Brazil, Belgium, Australia and the 
Argentine, 

When the paragraph was voted om as patt of the resol 
‘Turkey and the United States abstained, 

‘The amendment was put forward by Uruguay, Ecuador, 
‘Mexico and the Philippines. 

An amendment by Ecuador asking fo the inclusion of the 
South Afican Indian issue in the agenda of the next regular 
session of the General Assembly was approved by 31 votes 10 
three with 22 abstentions. South Africa, New Zealand and 
‘Australia voted against it. Britain and the United States abstained, 

India withdrew her resolution calling on the Government of 
‘South Aftics speedily to briog its treatment of people of Indian 
origin in South Africa into conformity with the purposes and 
principles of the Charter of th> United Nations and Declaration 
of Human Rights, 

+ The main issue was South Africa's request for a vote 
en the Committee's competence to disewss the S.A. Iodiaa 
question. It was decided by 35 votes to three with 17 abstentions 

‘The countries in favour on the competitive vote wer 
Bolivis, Brazil, Burma, Chile, China, Colombia, Cuba, Denmark, 
the Dominican Republic, Ecuador, Egypt, El Salvador, Gaut 
mala, Haisi, the Indian Republic, ‘Indonesia, Tean, Iraq, Isvadl, 
Lebanon, Liberia, Mexico, Nicaragua, Norway; Pakistan, Panama, 
Poraquay, the Phillippines, Saudi Arabia, Sweden, Syeia, Siam, 
the United States, Yemen and Yugoslavia.

“As to whether rice is an 
essential food or not, we wish to 
bring to your aotice that rice has, 
from time immemorial been the 
chief item of Indion diet, The 
survey eatried out by the Natal 
University College uader the 
direction of Professor Burrows on 
‘“Iodisa Life and Labour in 
Natal” clearly establishes | this 
fact, When rice was feeely obtain- 
able there was hardly 2 slggle 
odin home which did not use 
efor at least one meal a day, 
‘while a very large number used 
for two meals daily. 

“We feel that in considering the 
staple food of a community it is 
not the most desirable thing to 
fake into account purely the 
question of what ‘other care 
Dohydeates ace available, for it is 
not easy for 3 community used to 














the consuimption of rice to change 
over to another item of food like 
maize, It would not be possible, 
for instance, for the European 
population of the Union to change 
over suddenly and completely 
from their usual staple dict of 
bbread to rice. This is what the 
Government expects the Indian 
people to do. 

“while the Indizn people are 
prepared to share with other 














South Africans any necessary 
that flow out of ex- 
change difficulties, it seems ob- 
vious that the import of rice, 
which is today available from 
sterling areas, will cause no 
serious embarrassment to the 
country. The amount of money 
involved in rice is negligible 
‘when compared with the amounts 
expended on many other items 
which are not as necessary a5 
rice.

My Dear Mr, Dadabhay, 

‘You will be surprised n0 doubt 
when you see this letter in priot, 
for it is seldom that “open 
letters" are addressed 10 foreign 
ers who ace visiting another 

1 will be even more 
surprising to discover that ita 
author issomeone who is not 
known to you. Therefore Tsup- 
pose I have to begin with the 
formality of introducing myself. 

Tam a young man—a South 
African of Tadisa origin—one of 
some 300,000 Vohras, Parsees, 
Memons, Gujaratis, "Tamilians. 
Mubhais who inbabit this sunny 
‘South Africa. For the purpose of 
this letter you can just know me 
as “Sammy"*as I and my com- 
patriots are known to White 
South Africa. To be a little more 
specific 1 am 2 Vohra Moslem 
but that is of secondary import- 
ance because le this country I 
am, 24 indeed Tam proud to be, 
an ‘Indian, 

First of all as a host let me 
extend a hearty and warm wel 
‘come to you and your colleagues 
‘on your arrival frou India, You 
have come to aunny South Africa 
where the sun never shines for 
the nine million black people. 
T hope you will cot conser me 
unhospitable or rude when Tsay 
that the mission for which you 
have come is at the most ill- 
considered time in the bistory of 
our community in this country. 
‘Your arrival coincides with 3 life 
and death struggle of our people 
‘olive in this country and t0 Aight 
back every sinister move of the 
authorities to expatriate us. 

T presume that in your tour of 
‘our coustry you have seen somes 














thiog of the dire poverty in which 
the overwhelming majority of our 
people live, grow up and die. 
You do not have to be told that 
70 per cent. of the Indian people 

South Africa live below the 
breadtine, “The educational facili- 
ties—for the promotion of which 
in India you have come to seek 
the assistance of my people—are 
fat from adequate to cater for the 
needs of the children of my 
people ia this country. You kaow 
that at present in Natal 40,000 
Indian children of schoo!-going 
‘ge are not at school because of 
the lack of sccommodstion. A. 
visit to the schools in the Teans- 
val will give you a picture of the 
seriously overcrowded | posit 
and the unending “waiting lst 
of children who are turned away 
year after year because there is 
tbo room. You will agree that the 
fight which we are relentlessly 
waging against our opprestors 
necessitates the maximum literacy 
of our people, 

We ‘realise that one of the 
demands of our fight in that it is 
the duty of the authorities to 
provide education for the in- 
habitants of our country but will 
‘agree that in the absence of these 
the onus falls on the community 
to contribute in the ptemetion of 
this all-important sphere of our 
life. 

Sir, Ido not wish to be dis- 
respectful, but may I take this 
‘opportunity of pointing out to 
you that we are living in an age 
hea the curse of communalism 
and sectionalism is rapidly being 
eliminated from the face of the 
earth, In South Africa least of all 
an we afford to allow the 
germination of that dangerour 
eed, Ta this country there are 20 
diferent sets, of laws for the 
difdereat sections of ray people 
and I believe that it is likewise i 
India, Here we are all one— 
Volras, Memoas, Gujaratis, To- 
suiliaas—all of us ate oppressed ar 
Indians and the situation demands 
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that in our opposition to these 
measures we ate united as In- 

‘We have fought very hard 
1 the danger of commusal- 
ism 20d sectionalism creeping 
into the lives ef our people. \We 
therefore urge that you do not 
make my people party to your 
efforts which directly or in 
directly inevitably fosters aee- 
onalism which is repugnant to 
my people. 

‘But that is by the way. The 
very idea of soliciting our assist- 
ance for setting up institutions ia 
fr avay lands bas been ruled out 
in the frat instance. The children 
of my people need every available 
assintace in my own country. 

To conclude with 4 word to 
fathers and mothers in South 
Africa, You are by a0 means 
strangers to the chaotic condition 
of our educstion in our own 
Province, in our own country. I 
ask you, Whete does your duty 
lie? In Tndia which is five thou- 
sand miles from us and which to 
95 per aent. of us is a foreign land 
or to South Afties, our country, 
where we are bora and bred, and 
wbich we love and adore more 
than any other country ia the 
world? How much longer are 
you going to allow my litle 
brothers and sisters to roam the 
streets and grow up in gutters 
because there are no schools or 
recreational facilities? How much 
longer are you going to give pre- 
ference (0 overseas institutions 
above our own? 

Mr. Dadabhay, you are wel- 
come to partake of the horpitality 
of my people for 25 Jong as you 
wish, But please allow us to put 
our ows house in order before 
you ask us to assist in putting 
yours. 

Hoping that you will take bed 
of this plea from the bottom of 
ay heart.

and in any event will be treated 
with contempt. This as we 
believe we see it, is a true and 
faithful reflection of the Union 
Government's attitude, and it has 
to be admitted also ceflects 2 
considerable body of bourgeois 
“European” opinion, 25 well. 

Let us examine this “purely 
domestic problem” fetish, or what 
the lawyers would call “plea ia 
bar," which precludes 2 Court 
from dealing with a este sub- 
mitted to it. 

‘The Union of South Africa is 
a member of U.N.O. One of the 
chief, if not the chief, purpose 
and object of this Organisation is 
to promote peace among the 
ations of the world. Certain 
ideals of canons of conduct are 
recognised and postulated as best 
ealeulated to further the cause 
of peace sed goodwill. These 
especially emphasise the duties 
and obligations the strong should 
recognise and observe towards the 
weak, In general, what is con. 
templated is a policy and pro- 
gramme of uplifi, che steengthen- 
ing and advancemert of the weak- 
«parts of the organic whole, 

The scheme ia morally souad 
because it is founded on prin- 
ciples of Right and Justice, on 
































certain “do-s"" and that 
nowgpbut the jungle savage would 
attempt to question, It is a tacit 
recognition of the basic under- 
lying unity, of the common de- 
nominater, that unites the human 
family into one whole in spite of 
characteristic differences of race, 
creed of colour. 

Ic proclaims the right of every 
human being to,a fair opportunity 
for the development of the best 
that is in him, both because that 
fs his natural right by virtue of 
hhis manhood, as well as because 
mankind is entitled to benefit by 
such advantages as each consti- 
tent member of the human 
family can bestow upoo it. 

Denied most emphativally is 
the right of the stroag to ute sts 
strength for the suppression of 
the legitimate aspirations of the 
weak and helpless andor for the 
selfish exploitation by the former 
of the latter. 

As the world is constituted 
today, ne nation can rightly 
chim to be a law unto itself. 
The Union of South Africa could 
no more isolate itself from the 
rest of the world than the Bacth 
could isolate itself from the Solar 
System, 

"How we choose to treat our 
nos-Europeans is ‘private 
domestic concern,'"" says Dr. 
Donges. 

Is there no such factor az 
Public Concience to be taken 
imo account and reckoned with? 

‘Supposing that the Usion Gov- 
ernment, under pressure from the 
‘most influential of its supporters 
reintroduced chattel slavery of 
tundisguised compulsory black 
labour or even legalised the chain 
ing and flogging of ‘Kafies’ who 
failed to satisfy their masters 
requirements and became te- 
bellious? Purely domestic co 
cerns and the exclusive busines 
of the Union Goveroment? And 
even if the Union Govern 
ment withdsew its membership 
from U.N.O. is it likely that such 
3 state of affaics would be suffered 
to continue without interference ? 

A simple illusteation of what 
(unfortunately) happens, not 
frequently, in every day life 
should serve to furnish the true 





























answer beyond any shadow of 
doubt. A brutal husband and 
father starves and manhandles 
hhis wife and children within the 
confines of tus house. He con- 
fines them to separate rooms and 
other respects restricts the 
liberties. A sympathetic neigh- 
bour discovers what is happening 
and makes a report (9 the appro- 
priate authorities. Evidence 
secured and the father is. brought 
before a Magistrate to answer for 
his ill-treatment of the members 
of his family. The father refuses 
even to enter a plea, claiming that 
2 man’s house is his castle, thet 
the woman in the ease is his wife, 
the children in the case are his 
children and that how he rune 
his home aad manages his family 
affairs is his business and nobedy 
elses. In other words, purely his 
domestic concern, 1s there any 
doubt as to the sort of rece 
such a plea would receive at the 
hands of His Worship trying the 
case? 

Force of circumstances, rapidly 
changing conditions, the intro- 
duction of new factors, all are 
compelling nations to reconsider 
their relanve positions very seri- 
ously. Time was when Might 
was Right, when what could be 
won by the sword might be held 
by the sword; when every man 
‘was entitled “o wallop his own 
niggers” when juvenile labour was 
exploited to death with impunity. 
There was a time, even, when the 
Jew was “wessure trove," any- 
body's quarry: when Sepoys were 
shot from the cannon's mouth, by 
way of retaliation; when men and 
women were burt at the stake to 
the glory of God and in the name 
of the Prince of Love and Peace; 
wheo all whe did not worship 
according t0 one particular dis 
pensation were “heathens; when 
what is now knowledge was 
punishable heresy. 

The darknesses still weigh 
heavy upon mankind. Prejudice, 
‘Superstition and Material Self- 
Interests ia the one scale im- 
measurably outweigh what as yet 
of Reason, Truth and Self. 
Abnegation occupies the other. 
Nevertheless, U.N,O,, its weak- 
‘nesseas and defects notwithstand-

Policy Of The 
United Party 


HERE is nothing new ip the 
policy of the United Party a= 
enunciated in Bloemfontein last 
“week, by the leader of the Party. 
and cinfied Iter in so far as 
it referred particularly to the 
edisn community. It differs 
from that of the Nationalist 
Panty only ia this regard that 
whilst the latter is out to ex 
patriate all Tedians by compul- 
sion the former would do ap on 
a voluntary basisand if that 
proved unsuccessful it would 
consider extending representa 
tion to Indians slong the lines of 
the representation given to the 
Natives in 1936, Very uafortu- 
nately the United Party has 
never treated the Indians faitly: 
Members of that Party have 
collaborated with the Nationalists 
im getting restrictive and 
repressive measures passed 
against the Tedians and that 
endency particularly io this 
Province prevails even to this day. 
Wenever knew where we stood 
witb the United Party. In that 
respect the Nationalist Party 
though it may appear to be 
more brutal, is better, for we know 
exactly where we stand. Both the 
Parties seem to want (0 put the 
clock hall-a-century backwar 
Il South Africa wishes to tive 
the world she will trave to 

g0 forward, 
We climio represent neithee 
she exireme section of our people, 
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ho afe aut for all and nothing 
fess, nor, what we would term the 
ultea-moderate, who would be 
ptepated to sell theie souls for a 
mess of pottage.

ment. Such agreement should 
of course be kept honourably by 
both the parties. In so far a5 
representation goes any repce- 
sentation based on communal 
tines can never be acceptable to 
the Sodians, Franchise should be 
on a common roll basis, loaded, 
according to circumstances, if 
necessary, with 2 proper mutual 
understanding. 

The Indisns or, for that matter, 
all the non-Europeans, who seek 
fights in this country, should 
realise that they will get juse what 
they deserve and when they de- 
serve. It all depends on their own 
strength and bility. What is 
gained by brute force must be 
setained by that force, and is liable 
to be taken away by a superior 
force. What is gained by soul 
force, viz., by civilised methods 
of self-sacrifice aad self-sulfering 
will be long-lived. The sal: 
of all the oppressed people in 
South Africa lies ia following the 
latter course which was taught by 
‘Mahatma Gand! 


White South Afeics must 
follow the path of progress, 
snot retrogression and learn to 
adjust itself (0 the changing cit- 
cumstances. It wat at one time 
in the happy position of having 
the upper band over the Black 
people. It does not seem to 
realise that the times have changed 
and are constantly changing, at 
they must, and that the wards 
have come of age and are very 
rightly asterting their justfut 
rights, and the guardians must be 
ready to renounce theie guardian 
ship and treat the wards, who are 
no longer wards as their equals, 
‘They cannot for ever assume a 

complex. Humility is 
the matk of grestaess, White 
‘South Africs badly nee

“THE question of questions pre- 

sently occupying the minds of 
thoughtful people undoubtedly is 
whether U.N.O. i to be given a 
faic chance of bringing about a 
neater approach to world peace 
fof whether the forces of destruc- 
tion prependerate s0 overbelm- 
ingly 35 to make a third world 
war inevitable, 

The expression “forces of de- 
struction” is a0 mete figure of 
speech, but, az sve know from 
biter ‘experience, reflects some- 
thing very real and very potent. 
Hate, envy, greed, pride and. love 
fof domination are some of the 
factors or elements which cole 








which binder and 
undo mankind's progress. And 
that is so because they are dis- 
ruptive forces, creators of discords 
instead of harmony, of apartness 
jin place of unitedness and co- 
‘operation, of estrangement where 
Griendliness and tolerant under- 
standing should prevail. Saddest 
reflection is perhaps, how little, 
if at all, it is realised that the 
eventual outburst of human pas- 
sions that expresses itself’ as war 
is but the massed accumulation 
of individual hates, greeds and 
other emotions of “un kind-ness"” 
ie. unbrotherliness, generated and 
nourished by the common or 
ordinary man of the world ia his 
every-day pursuits. 














Should ic be our fortune to 
survive the threatened ordeal, we 


may someday come 10 rec: 
that “letting unkindness die" is 
sthe-only sure way of securing 
peace. Meanwhile, we still seem 
somewhat undecided as to the 
correct answer to the age-old 
‘question, “Am I my Brother's 
Keeper? 

‘Seemingly, things in the Far 
East ate not exactly going “ace 
cording to plan" to the 
‘MacArthur's plan, that is, Or are 
they?

upon by U.N.O. (and mainly 
‘enforced by the U.S.A.) was for 
the purpose of correcting, the ill- 
advised attack of the Northers 
Koreans upon those of the South: 
compelling a return to the ‘status 
quo,’ and preventing a spread of 
the coflageation beyund control, 

All Asis, as was only aatural, 
was profoundly, interested in the 
proceedings. Western interfer- 
ence in Oriental conflicts bave 
not always been altogether dis- 
interested, and, recent experiences 
of of least two small Asian coun 
tries with imperialist-minded 
European powers reluctant (0 
‘tet them go," has probably not 
contributed greatly towards allay- 
ing watchfulness if not suspicion. 

The natural thing, as suggested 
by Pandit Nehru and endorsed by 
other liberal-minded statesmen, 
would have seemed to be to force 
back the invaders to the 38th 
Parallel and thereafter to en- 
deavour to arrive at a modus 
vivendi, 

How far this suggestion was 
agreeable to President Truman's 
Government is now somewhat 
uncertain. Tt very decidedly 
did nor fit in with Generat 
‘MacArthur's plans. And, General 
Mac Arthur is a popular Ameri 
‘an hero with what in ehe U.S.A. 
known as ‘a big pull*“a factor 
which, especially around election 
time, ‘cannot safely be ignored 
with impunity. . 

General MacArthur is frst and 
foremost a soldier, and a soldier's 
cade is fighting; war. Like Kip- 
ling's “Absent Minded Begpar”™ 
General MacArthur had soms- 
thing (the early American 1 
verses) 10 wipe off a slate 
Prestige bad 10 be regained. A 
rewurn to the ‘satus quo" was ob- 
viously not considered adequate 
to satisfy that requirement. The 
debtor must be made to pay— 
swith interest.

Assembly on De-

pwn dissolution, “It makes 
membership intolerable and 
it forfeits the respect and 
confidence it ought to 
spire," he said. Dr. Donges 
must have learned by now 
that if the United Nations 
stood solidly for and by 
those high principles em- 
bodied in the Charter, not 
the United Nations but 
those Powers that did not 
fall in line would stand 
the risk of being liquidated. 

The United Nations will 
have to take note of the 
fact that South Aftica has 
already Nouted its resolu- 
tion by taking the first steps 
to implement the Group 
Areas Act and has slammed 
thedoor against India be- 
fore the latter could make a 
fresh approach for, a round 
table conference. Dr. 
Donges said, South Africa 
was willing to negotiate 
with India direct but not 
under the auspices of 
U.N.O. 

Is this not merely trifling 
with the question? India 
was never anxious to run 
to U.N O, with a complaint 
against South Africa, nor 
did she do so until she was 
compelled by South Africa. 
For that matter even the 
Indian community in South 
Africa was never over- 
anxious to run even to 
India for help if it could 
possibly have been able to 
come to some honourable 
settlement of its question 
with the Union Govern- 
ment, It was only after 
having utterly failed in that 
purpose that it had most 
reluctantly to seek India's 
help. 

Tt is not too Jate even 
now to solve the In 
question in South Africa 

ithout any outside inter- 
ference, But the Union 
Government has shown no 


































inclination whatsoever for 
any settlement. It has 
flouted and still con- 
tinues to flout the deepest 
sentiments of the people 
who have no voice in the 
legislature and wants the 
people to swallow without 
a murmur just what it ad- 
ministers. This is not in 
keeping with any good 
government and it is a com- 
plete violation of the prin- 
ciples of democracy. 

It is now for ihose who 
claim this to be a matter of 
domestic concern—and we 
would be the last to deny 
that it is—to show the way. 
But we must stress the 
point that the way should 
not be derogatory to one’s 
self-respect. Those who ven- 
ture to show the way should 
put themselvesin the position 
ofthe afflicted and ask them- 
selves if it would be accept- 
able to them. If, as some 
are inclined to suggest, the 
way is to submit to the law 
and make the best of it, not 
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all will be agreeable to that, 
There are some who very 
strongly feel that they can- 
not tolerate being branded 
by law as an inferior race. 
All human beings are equal 
in the eye of God. A denial 
of that would be a denial 
of clemental human rights 
and worth staking one’s life 
for. 

“Where there is a will 
there is a way.” But the 
present Government's mind 
is too obsessed with pride 
and power to see reason. 
‘One cannot close one’s eyes 
to what is happening dail 
around ws. The colour 
problem is fast coming to 
ahead. The position is daily 
deteriorating ever since the 
present Government came 
into power. ‘The happen- 
ings at Witzieshoek Native 
Reserve are an indication of 
the coniing clash of colour 
and when it comes the Indian 
question will pale into in- 
significance,

“We say ‘to the 
United Nations," asid Me, Stry- 
dom, “that we shall figbe to the 
last deop of our blood to misiatain 
white suprentacy in South Africa. 
In order to do a0 we must keep 
the right to vote ia our own, 
hands.” Unless power were 
kept in the Europeans’ bands the 
same thing would happen to 
South Africans as had happened 
to the British in Iodia—except 
that South Africans had ao 
homeland to wbich to return, for 
the Union was theirs.

Strydom declared that there were 
mote Coloureds than Europeans 
in the Cape and that Coloured 
children outnumbered Europeans 
in achools. In five, or pethaps 
ted years, there would be mote 
Coloured ‘voters in the Cape than 
European, with the cesult that 
voting rights for noa-Buropeans 
wrould be extended to the north.

of clay, aluminium is one of 
the moat plentiful eubstances on 
earth. But its nature is such that 
it could not be obtained in the 
pure metallic form until the dis- 
covery of electrolytic methods of 
production. Since this discovery, 
however, aluminum metal goods 
have been turned out by factories 
in ever-increasing quantities until 
tod:y there is a veritable flood 
of aluminium pots and pans, 
aluminium jugs and dishes, plates, 
spoons and forks, to make 00 
mention of innumerable articles 
‘used in other spheres of life. 

Icis in its relationship 10 food 
and the preparation of. food thar 
aluminium = must _be/ judged, 
Our food is most intimately 
lated to our bodies, being the 
elemental substance from which 
our flesb, blood, bones and tissues 
are compounded. 

Now, when Nature makes it 
very difficult t@ isolate or separate 
certain substances from the form 
in which they are to be found 
the raw atate, we should be warn- 
ed of probable danger. Why 
should Nature have made alu- 
minium so plentiful and yer so 
hard to get io the isolated or 
purified state 7 

‘Chemical evidence of the dam- 
age’done By the use of aluminium 
cooking vessels has shown the 
reason, Aluminium metal is a 
slow and subtle poison when 
contact with foodstuffs. This 
ras discovered some 20 years ago 
in Amecica and there was 2 great 
commotion over the matter. The 
big manufacturing concerns did 
ot like such ideas to be pro- 
pagated and they did all they 
could to suppress or distort the 
faces, But the cruth will our, 

‘The facts are that aluminium 
has.a most powerful affiaity for 
certain mineral salts that are 
found in goods. These mineral 
salu are essential for health, but 
when foods rich ia them are 
cooked ia aluminium, the mineral 
salts combine with the aluminium 
to make poisonous compounds 
such as alum and aluminium 
hydroxide. Thus, not only is the 
food robbed of valuable health- 
giviog miveral sales, but there 
mineral salts are turned into 

poisons. 

Alum is known to everybody, 
bur not everybody knows what 
alum really is, 28 aleminium coin 
pound, We all Low, however 












































that it is a substance that can 
tan leather. But it does much 

is. What ate its 
effects on the human body? 
Let us consult such an authority 33 
Btackwood's Manual of Materia 
Medica. This classic work tells 
‘us that alum is actively astring- 
ent co-agulating the albumen of 
the tissues and of the blood aod 











the capillaries, It 
‘escharotic and produces a harden 
ing of the skin and 
general, It excites and later 
diminishes the salivary secretions 
as well aa those of the mucous 
surfaces, it diminishes the gastric 
fluid and precipitates pepsin.

Another compound that resules 
from cooking food ia aluminium 
is aluminium hydroxide, of which 
the above-quoted authority says: 
“This ageat produces profound 
prostration with irritation of the 
mucous membranes with 
inished secretio 
there is constipation and inactivity 
of the bowels, ‘The nervous sys~ 
tem is affected as is indicated by 
the extreme prostration with 
numbness of the parts and para 
lysis of the involuntary muscles,” 

According to another authority, 
Boericke’s Manuel of Homore: 
pathic Materia Medica, alum is 
related to “paralytic weakness of 
the muscles in all parts of the 
body, Tendency to induration 
(bardeaing) is also marked, a low 
form of tissue-making is favoured. 
Hardening of tistues of tongue, 
rectum, uterus, etc; ulcers with

to make 90 times as much alu- 
minium hydroxide as normally 
would be made, Note: ninety 
times a3 much, not just 90 per 
cent. And the normal amount is 
bad enough, The Foundation 
warns the public that aluminium 
suspected to bave something to 
do with the causes of cancer. And 
those housewives who s0 foatishly 
add bicarbonste of soda to the 
vegetables to make them cook 
quickly (and remain a bright 
sickly green colour) are unwitting- 
ly poisoning their families and 
themselves. Let them look at the 
ist of complaints quoted above 
and then wonder how much of 
the trouble started in the kitchen, 

In America, it was found by 
experiment some years 2go, that 
certain ebscure cases of bowel 
trouble which could not be cured 
got better by themselves ia six 
‘months time after all aluminium 
poteand pans had been thrown 
out of the house. But before the 
patients recovered, they passed 
tubelike casts of lining of their 
bowels, which had obviously been

oa the foods cooked therein. 

Readers will note that the 
Materia Medica authorities quoted 
state that aluminium compounds 
tend to cause paralysis. In view 
of such evideace, is it not a mat 
ter for grave suspicion that we 
hhad dreadful epidemics of “polio” 
shortly after the markets of the 
world had been flooded with ni 
new shiny aluminium cooking 
vessels after the war ended? 
During the war, such pots were 
viewally unobesinable. In fact, 
in maay countries they were 
turned in to provide aluminium 
for manufacturing bombers and 
Bghter planes. But with the end 
of war, production of bombers 
dropped and aluminium became 
available again for kitchen utensils 
and probably did as’ much 
damage in this form, 











1 do not say that aluminium 
kkitchen-ware actually causes polio 
méelitis ("polio") epidemica, But, 
in view of the known paralyzing 
‘effects of aluminium compounds, 
Tdo maintain that polio research- 
ers have here a field that should 
pay investigating. It would be 
better than some of the futile 
work that is done in hunting for 
a vitus and making vaccines, And 
T certainly do know from firet- 
hand experieace that aluminium 
ware can have an important part 
asa cause of constipation, in- 
digestion, skin troubles, bowel 
troubles, piles sinusitis, influenza 
and colds in the head, nervous 
debility, and affections of infants 
auch as belly-ache, flatulence, 
colic and 20 on, 

As far as Iam concerned 
sonally, I will not allow aluminium 
ware in my household—not even 
for boiling water nor in the form 
of a lid to cover 2 pot of water. 
T have seen personally the damage 
done by years of use of aluminium 
ware, and I have seem the 
provement io health that resulted 
from throwing away the alu- 
minium and using jostead stain- 
lesa steel, fireproof glass or good 
quality enamel-ware, 

Those who have in the past 
used aluminium-ware I strongly 
advise to follow the same example. 
Itis cheaper in the long run and 
in addition the gain in hzalth and 
well-being cannot be measured in 
terms of money. 
































As for those people who suffer 
from the ill-effeets of alusainium, 
1 ean offer ne better advice than 
that they should get suitable 
Homoeopathic treatment. Gener- 
ally great relief and benefit wil 
result froma siagle dose at rare 
intervals (say formightly or once 
2 month) of 2 homocopathic pre- 
Paration such as Aluminium 
metallecium 30 oF 200, or Alumeo 
30, Alumina 30 or 200. The 
uuainitiated would, however, be 
wiser to get the services of 3 
homocopathic practitioner to guide 
them in the use of the above 
remedies and any others that may 
be indicated also.

ERNIA of rapture occurs at 
‘weak spats in the walls of 
murcle that hold the bowels and 
other organs ia the abdomen or 
belly. At thete particular points 
thete is apt to be a laxity or loose~ 
nes of the layers of muscular 
tissue which lie criss-cross to form 
the strong wall of the belly. 
When a sudden stress is put on 
these places, the loose criss-cross 
layers of muscle part from cach 
other and there is a hole in the 
abdominal wall through which the 
Iuning of the abdomen, or even 
some part of an internal orgie, 
auch a5 the bowels, may protrude. 
This protrusion causes the charac 
teristic lump of the typical rup- 
ture, Usually this takes place in 
the groic, or creaze where the 
thigh joins the leg, or into the 
scrotum, the bag that holds the 
testicles ia males. Another wesle 
point is the umbilicus or navel. 
The trouble with ruptures is 
that the lump is really a bag of 
internal tissues tbat is inclined to 
get hard acd calloused at the 
point, where it rubs against the 
bole fa the zyuscular wall of the 
abdomen. “she edges of this hole 
fare also apt to get thickened aod 
hard. The result is thea inflam- 
mation, which stops healing and 
is painful and may lead to ad~ 
hesions, that ig, the Sesh at the 
opening and the luep grow 
together. And if some of the 
bowel comes through the hole, 
there iz always the danger of 3 
angulated herais. Tn such a 
cere, the hole in the abdominal 
‘wall tightens up like a ring around 
the “nvek” of the part that is 
outsnie, thereby cutting off the 
Ereulsion and also causing 3 
sroppige of the bowel, If this 
‘not relieved, blood po'soniog will 
soon cet in, with death 3s the 
final result 
Ordinasily, medical mea ceem 
to know of only one remedy for 
such an extergency, and that is 10 
have an operstion, But Na.ure 
Cure therapists often get excellent 
resulis with water-cure and similar 
trentménts.

excellent for this purpose. One 
of the best consists in sitting on 
the floor with the feet under = 
heavy plece of furniture or fitted 
into two loops of leather strap 











sccewed against a skieting-board. 
the feet thus held fast, do 
ing exercises, 23 if-rowing 2 
boat. Then, carefully at frst, try 
lying fat on the back and rising 
10 2 sitting position while holding 
the hands locked behind the head 
ith elbows as far back as pos- 
sible. 

Another good exercise consists 
simply lying fat on the foor 
and then raising the lees up 
straight while you stretch out the 
acms and try to touch the toes 
swith your honds.
